GUERRILLA GUL MUHAMMED: WEST SEES WAR WAY TO WEAKEN USSR

{interview with Afghan gerrilla leader Gul Muhammed by freelance journalist Anders 
Sundelins "'The West Wants War in Afghanistan in Order to Weaken the Soviet Union'"/ 


ffext/ The guerilla in Afghanistan has been accused of being re- 
actionary, headed by feudal lords and opponents of education and 


development. 


Freelance journalist Anders Sundelin visited Nimroz in southwest 
Afghanistan, a province controlled by the guerilla. 


"England once invaded South Africa. They maintained that the people who lived there 
were savages, whom the English had to civilize. Today, the Soviet Union is saying 
the same thing about Afghanistan.” 


This is how Gul Muhammed, chairman of the governing seven-man council in Nimroz, 
comments on the accusations against the Afghan guerilla. 


Gul Muhammed is probably the only guerilla leader in Afghanistan who has been educat- 
ed as an economist. 


But then he is also the leader of the holy warriors in Nimroz, the liberated prov- 
ince, in which any conventional ideas the Western visitor may have about the way in 
which the Afghan guerilla ought to behave will quickly be destroyed. 


Here, one can visit school classes and listen to the teachers’ visions of an expanded 
school system in the middle of wartime Afghanistan. Here, after you have trekked for 
14 hours through the desert with a sore throat and fever, you are seen by a doctor, 
ordered to rest in bed, given an injection and stuffed with medicines. Here, the 
leadership is chosen by secret ballot 


"It is not enough to wage war,” Gul Muhammed says. "In the middle of all this we 
must also try to build the society we want in liberated Afghanistan.” 


He is a young man of 20 years, who states that he already has four children, because 
the war requires families with many children. Who knows how long it will last. Not 
quite 3 years ago he very suddenly left a well-paid position at the Afghan Ministry 








of Finance and headed for Nimroz, his home province, in order to build up the re- 
sistance movement. Among other things, Gul Muhammed had kept the minutes of the 
natural gas negotiations between the Soviet Union and Afghanistan. He knew what 
Soviet imperialism meant. 


"The Soviets dictated the terms and the Afghans signed. International regulations 
were disregarded. And it was the Russians who trained our own experts ... in Moscow, 
with a sufficiently large dose of propaganda, women, alcohol and good food on top of 
the training. Those Afghans who refused to accept the Soviet methods were sent home 
again.” 


The Invasion 


To the question of why the Soviet Union invaded Afghanistan, Gul Muhammed replies 
that the question is complicated. It is impossible to point out one reason alone. 
He mentions the old Soviet dream of reaching the ice-free harbors in the south--Af- 
ghanistan as a bridgehead between the Soviet Union and the Indian Ocean and, ina 
somewhat wider perspective, the Indian continent, the Arab countries and--why not?-- 


Europe. - 


"But we also have rich natural resources which they need. And then they must somehow 
support a regime which was on the verge of toppling.” 


/Question/ And yet, an invasion is a major step. The Soviet Union must have antici- 
pated violent opposition, both inside and outside the nation. 


[Answer/ I think they never expected the population to react as violently as we did. 
Previously they had seen that Soviet-supported coups in Afghanistan hadn't caused a 
lot of trouble. And they regarded us as a poor country that couldn't do anything to 
a superpower. It was to be a simple and inexpensive operation. Remember also that 
they came to Afghanistan with fair promises! Now things would be different than un- 
der Amin! Some prisoners were set free, and the agricultural reform was partly sus- 
pended. (In 1973 Muhammed Daod came to power through a coup which, in the opinion of 
certain observers, was supported by Moscow. Daod was toppled in April 1978 by some 
officers trained in the Soviet Union. They transferred the power to Nur Mohammed 
Taraki, the leader of one of the wings of the Popular Democratic Party. Taraki was 
murdered in September 1979 by his prime minister, Hafizullah Amin, who in turn was 
ousted and murdered when the Soviet Union invaded Afghanistan; editor's note.) 


In a certain sense the Soviets were also forced to intervene, or they would lose face 
before their friends in the world. They couldn't just sit there with their arms 
crossed and watch how a vassal regime went under. What would their other vassal na- 
tions say? Perhaps they would seek support from other quarters? 


/Question/ Why then did the Afghans react so violently even before the invasion? 


[Answer/ There are so many reasons! People recognized several of the faces in Ta- 
raki's government as being members of the Popular Democratic Party, which was a Sov- 
iet party. The state coup also reduced national production sincethe Russians assumed 
total control of the mining industry and barred other countries. The investment flow 
was choked off because the Western World stopped pumping money into Afghanistan. 


























The province of Nimroz is situated in the southwestern corner of 
Afghanistan, a dry and barren area, where not a drop of rain falls 
from May to November, But the river Hilmand flows there. Devel- 
opment is possible and fully visible by means of irrigation pumps, 
dams and tractors. Previously, before 1979, Nimroz was dominated 
by a small number of feudal lords, who nowadays live as refugees 
in Pakistan or who are actively resisting the guerilla. It is the 
guerilla--with Gul Mohammed at the head--which today controls the 
area. The government and the Soviets with troops and tanks 

are only found in the provincial capital of Zaranj. 


Important development contracts were broken ... with British Petroleum, with China, 
France and Iran. 


We also knew that the Russians assumed all control when given the task of studying 
something. This was the case in the oil industry. Our companies wanted very much 
to buy equipment from the West, because they knew that they could force prices down 
since the countries were competing with one another in a free market. But they were 
almost never allowed to buy anything from the West. The Russians dictated the terms 
in our own country! Ninety-five percent of all the equipment in the oil industry 
came from the Soviet Union! 


Colonial 


The agricultural reform caused people to react. It looked good at first glance but 
was part of an obvious colonial pattern. Why? Well, the land was broken up and the 








inferior pieces given to the peasants and the best pieces to state-owned farms. And 
what was grown there? What the Soviet Union needed, of course! 


I will also mention the attacks on our Muslim faith, on our customs and traditions. 
They permitted alcohol, and prostitution spread. And then we have these idiotic 
purges of all those in important positions in the state administration, at the uni- 
versities and in health care who were not party members. 


The problem for a regime such as the Soviet one is that they don’t know the country 
they are trying to dominate; they have no contact with the population and don't 
really know what to do when they encounter problems. They replaced Taraki with Amin 
and Amin with Karmal, but the uprising grew anyway. And now they have a revolution 
on their hands. 


/Question/ Now, certain people, in the West as well, insist that the Soviet Union 
has never invaded Afghanistan, since they were invited by the country's government. 


[answer/ Of course, the superpowers need people around the world to spread their 
propaganda. Once England invaded South Africa. They maintained that the people who 
lived there were savages whom the British had to civilize. Today the Soviet Union is 
saying the same thing regarding Afghanistan! This is one of their propaganda lies. 
Another one is the one you mentioned. But the truth is that the Soviets came here 
during Amin. Then they killed him. Do you believe that Amin invited the Russians in 
order for them to kill him? 


The Soviets also say that they have an agreement with Taraki, an agreement which is 
an invitation to defend Afghanistan. But they came when Taraki had been dead for 3 
months. The Soviet Union is here by joint invitation of Taraki, Amin and Karmal. 

The people of Afghanistan did not invite them. This is why they have to rely on pro- 
paganda lies. 


/Question/ What is the situation in Afghanistan right now? 


[Answer/ It is like Vietnam 10 years agos The United States threw in more and more 
soldiers, weapons and money. But the future turned out to belong to the people. 


The Soviets’ big problem is that they must remain. They can’t leave Afghanistan 
without having won anything--that would be an enormous political defeat for them. 
They would lose face before their friends in the world. Other countries would follow 
oureyvample and try to liberate themselves. They would lose everything they have 
built up during 30 years here in Afghanistan. This is why they are trying to find a 
political solution. 


[Question] Then what will be the Soviets’ next move? 


[Answer] It would be better both for them and for us if they were to withdraw 
quickly. 


[Question/ But are you prepared for a long war? 


[Answer/ Unfortunately, I must ask you to put that question to Brezhnev. 








/Question/ How is it that you can accomplish so much against a superpower which is 
so much better armed? 


[aAnswer/ Because the Soviet Union invaded Afghanistan, while we are defending our 
country and our religion. He who is fighting for his life fights better than the 
one who is trying to take someone's life. 


/Question/ What are your weak points? 
/Answer/ That we don’t have one leadership and one organization. 
[Question/ And what can you do about the problem? 


[Answer/ There are no major differences between the mujahedin in the interior of the 
country. (Mujahedin = “holy warriors.” Comes from the word jihad, “holy war," that 
is to say a Muslim war against infidel invaders; editor's note.) The problem is that 
the uprising was started by the people itself, without a united leadership, and we 
were located far from each other geographicaily. Now we can unite if the various 
guerilla units contact each other and begin to cooperate, as we have done between 
Herat, Sharafat Koh and Nimroz. (The three large guerilla fronts in Western Afghan- 
istan; editor's note.) Last year we succeeded in uniting five different fronts and 
then came six others, but there were certain differences in opinion between us and 
the attempt failed. 


The real problem exists outside Afghanistan. The problem is these six party leaders 
in Pakistan who can never unite and who only think of themselves. We are unfortu- 
nately forced to join these parties in order to get weapons. (These six parties are 
the only ones recognized by the Pakistani government, which means that all outside 
support is divided between them, which in turn means that a large proportion of the 
i a finds its way there in order to obtain weapons and other aid; editor's 
note. 


/Question/ Does this mean that you have lost hope of unifying the parties? Must 
unity be established from within the country? 


[/Answer/ Internal conditions are always more important than external ones. The uni- 
ty inside Afghanistan is therefore what counts. And we ought to be able to unite 
several provinces and inthat way, step by step, be able to build a unified leadership 
for the entire country. Unity between the party leaders seems impossible, unfortu- 
nately--they only see to their own egoistic interests. 


/Question/ There are apparently differences between you within the country as well. 
You failed to unite last year. 


[Answer/ There are very small differences between the original, active fronts. 
There are variations in organization, there are sometimes language problems. These 
are small problems, which are quite simple to solve. 


But there are different kinds of fronts. We have the original groups which are ac- 
tively fighting the Soviet Union. Then we have those which have been indirectly 
formed by the government in order to create problems for us. Here in Nimroz we have 
the feudal lord Sardar Lbestegir, who is actively fighting us with weapons he received 











from Kabul. Third, we have these sectarian fronts, for exampie Hezb-i-Islami. I 
have a feeling that the last two are drinking water from the same well. 


JQuestion/ Isn't it a problem, with all these different tribes--with different 
languages, customs and traditions? 


/Answer/ Not a major problem. Inside the country people from various tribes are 
fighting together. But outside Afghanistan--there we have a number of different 
party leaders who can’t unite, because then they couldn't be party leaders any more. 
This is our big problen. 


[Question/ And the support from the rest of the world is another? 


[Answer/ Our struggle concerns not only us; indirectly, it concerns the whole world. 
We are preventing the Soviet Union from reaching the warm waters! Conseq.ently, we 
are doing a big jov, and with respect to this we can state that the support of the 
rest of the world is very little. 


But I can understand what the problem is: The West, headed by the United States, 
doesn't want to see a liberated Afghanistan. They want the war, because it weakens 
the Soviet Union. It showsthe Western World how aggressive the Russians are. A con- 
tinued war might make certain countries turn away from the Soviet Union toward the 
West, from the aggressor toward the one who says he loves peace. The liberation of 
Afghanistan would mean that the war would end. The withdrawal of the Soviet Union 
would also mean that the war would end. The Western World wants it the way it is.

MUJAHIDIN ACTIVITIES REPORTED--London, 12 Feb (AAP)--During various skirmishes 
that have recently tacen place in the provinces of Konarha and Paktia, 45 Karmal 
and Soviet soldiers have been killed. Mujahidin have also killed (Azhar), the 
brother cf Afghan Minister of Communications Mohammad Aslam Watanjar of Paktia 
Province. According tw the AAP correspondent reporting from Paktia, on 

31 January at (Surkh Dewali) the guerrillas of Jami'at-e Eslami, (Nasarullah 
Mansoor) group, ambushed Soviet and Karmal soldiers patrolling the area and 
killed 25 communist soldiers. During the sporadic fighting that continued for 
8 hours two Mujahidin, (Angar) and (Sarwar), were killed and two of their 
colleagues and one commander were wounded. While retreating from (Surkh Dewali) 
government troops sacked the villages on their way and killed three citizens. 
During another brief skirmish at (Spin Khak), a young Mujahidin member, (Abdur 
Rauf), killed (Azhar), the brother of Afghan Communications Minister Mohammad 
Aslam Watanjar, and six Karmal soldiers. According to another report, on 
(Mazang) front in Konarha Province on 31 January Mujahidin attacked a Karmal 
convoy and captured a large quantity of sugar rations, which they later distri- 
buted among the villagers in the area. On (Narey) front the Muhahidin led by 
Commanders (Amanullah) and (Baz Mohammad) attacked a party of Karmal troops and 
killed eight communist soldiers.

CONTAINER TERMINAL TO MEET NEW DEMANDS 
Beirut THE ARAB WORLD WEEKLY in Arabic No 654, 6 Feb 82 pp 15-16 


[Text] The container terminal at Bahrain's Mine Sulman is to be extended in a 
development plan which will see the port through until the 1990s. According to 
official figures released recently by the Customs and Ports Directorate of Bah- 
rain during 1980 some 471,000 tonnes of containerised cargo were shipped. By 
the end of 1981, this figure had shot up to 1,157,000 tonnes--an increase of 
nearly 145 per cent. 


In order to cope with this rapid growth in containerised cargo and increasingly 
large container ships, officials have announced that an extra 200-meter berthing 
length is being added to the existing 400-meter berth. Meanwhile, two additional 
ship-to-shore gantry cranes are being bought and extra storage facilities for 
2,000 tonnes of cargo are to be built. Elsewhere the Customs and Ports Direc- 
torate authorities have indicated that they are investing in more container 
lifting equipment such as straddle carriers and fork-lift trucks. The reason 
behind this new change is due to the fact that container ships, in particular, 
are getting bigger, said the officials. 


"When the berth was laid down in 1975 it was not envisaged that ships would be 
more than 600 feet long. Now we have about eight ships a month over 600 feet 
long such as the OCL's Moreton Bay and Discovery Bay which are 725 feet long,” 
stressed the advisor for Customs and Ports Affairs, Jehn Kendrick. 


According to Mr Kendrick, total tonnage going through Mine Sulman in 1981 was 
2.35 million tonnes, an increase of about 62 per cent ower 1980 figure of 1.45 
million tonnes. Mr Kendrick added that transshipment was growing at a tremen- 
dous rate, and now accounts for some 20 percent of work at the mine. 


The figures for the second half of 1981 are not yet available but in the first 
six months of 1981 container transshipment increased by 594 percent. Also in 
1980, a total of 42,265 containers were handled at Mina Sulman. By the end of 
the year the number had risen to 92,314, an increase of 118 percent. The 
official underlined that containers now account for 55 per cent of total ton- 
nage, while general cargo had been moving over to containers at a rate of about 
five per cent a month. 


Elsewhere, Mina Sulman witnessed an important innovation in 1981 with the com- 
puterisation of the container terminal. Wang brand-name computers were installed 





by Almoayyad International. Mr Kendrick said that the Customs and Ports Direc- 
torate hopes to extend the computerisation to other areas such as the conven- 
tional cargo section and possibly customs. 


Meanwhile, it should be noted that the additions intended for the container ter- 
minal are currently in the research stage. Officials have stated that consultants 
will be appointed shortly to produce specifications for tenders.

RESEARCH STUDIES LEADE2SHIP QUALITIES IN DIRECTORS 
Cairo AKHBAR AL-YAWM in Arabic 21 Nov 81 p 4 


[Article by Muhammad Shakir: "Scientific Study on Director's Personality and 
Discipline; Mr Director: You Are Failure for These Reasons; Reasons for Failure 
of Directors: Slander, 92 Percent; Hypocrisy, 95 Percent; Favoritism, 97 Per- 
cent; Fault Finding, 98 Percent"] 


{Text] A general director plays an important role in the job sphere. If we talk 
about discipline or laxity, we remember him. If we talk about job reform, we 
remember him. If a sector, be it a government sector or a company, fails, the 
fingers of accusation are immediately pointed at the director. If a sector 
realizes success, the man atop the work outfit gets the loudest applause. 


The first scientific study on the director in Egypt has been conducted by 
Alexandria University as a contribution on the part of this university which has 
expressed its scientific opinion on one of the most serious work issues because 
of which we have raised the banner of administrative reform. The study, the 
first of its kind, has not been confined to the administrative obstacles and to 
the organizational flaws. Rather, it has taken into consideration the human 
aspects and has analyzed them scientifically and carefully. Dr ‘Abd al-Rahman 
"Isawi has been the main researcher in charge of the study and has been assisted 
by seven other researchers. 


Dr ‘Abd al-Rahman ‘Isawi says: "Upon starting the study, we had before us 
several broad outlines which we used as a guide for the study. Foremost among 
the outlines, which turned into questions, were: Is the director in Egypt a lax 
man? Who is the efficient director in the era of discipline? What is the future 
picture for the Egyptian dirtctor? What are the modern management arts and what 
is personality's relationship with the method of application? Who is the hated 
director? | 


"All these were questions facing us while discussing the dimensions of this 
leadership personality." 


Dr ‘Isawi then brought a big volume containing charts, statistics and graphs and 
said: "This is the outcome of the study which answers all these questions." 
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Leadership Is Social Phenomenon 


The preamble of the scientific study says: There is no doubt that the desired 
administrative reform movement in our society which aspires for economic, intel- 
lectual, educational and social openness requires developing the administrative 
talents in the current elements and creating new cadres of leaders who believe 

in word and in deed in openness in its general sense, in administrative democracy 
and in the progress of the human element. 


If we want to lay down a specific scientific definition, we find that there are 
numerous definitions for the phenomenon of leadership. There are those who 
define it by considering the personality of the leader himself and thus the 
definition becomes a number of abilities, characteristics, skills and experi- 
ences needed for performing the leadership tasks. But such a definition ignores 
the practical and social circumstances that dictate the leadership and its 
quality. 


Goal of Study 


The scientific study says: The goal of this field study is to verify the 
soundness of some assumptions experimentally and to hed light on the qua’ities 
which groups of workers view as being essential to the personality of the direc- 
tor and the qualities which they hate in a director. 


The study has also laid emphasis on verifying the degree of the presence of some 
positive qualities in the Egyptian worker, such as the spontaneous desire to 
participate in formulating the policy of the organization for which he works and 
taking part in the management of this organization, because the administrative 
legacy makes it evident to us that not all the workers approve certain dem- 
cratic principles. There are those workers who prefer to remain isolated, those 
who prefer to receive ready-made instructions and to confine their role to 
implementing them and those who do not wish to shoulder the responsibility of 
management and planning or the responsibility of choosing their colleagues. 


The study brings up an important point when it points out that one of the assump- 
tions revealed by the administrative legacy is that the leader's or director's 
qualities are many and varied and cannot be enumera*ed in all cases and that the 
need for these qualities differs from one situation 9 another. The leader in 
time of war must have qualities different from those of the leader in time of 
peace. This is why the researcher has assumed that the personal qualities 

which the workers like to see in their leader differ with the difference of the 
spheres of work in which they are engaged. The vital qualities in a leader in 
an educational human sphere, such as schools, are different from those in an 
administrative military sphere characterized by decisiveness, firmness and 
discipline, such as the police. 


Sixty-Three Questions 
But how has this scientific study been conducted? 


The scientific study papers say: 
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This study has been applied to a sample of 300 persons, including 150 male and 
female teachers in Alexandria's elementary and preparatory schools and 150 offi- 
cers and noncommissioned officers working in the police centers of Alexandria 
Governorate, most of them young junior officers. This sample has been selected, 
making sure that it is comprised of workers in the practical fields who have 
actually experienced certain administrative patterns and dealt with them. This 
is why the study has not been applied to groups such as students because their 
knowledge of leadership is confined to theoretical reading or to their idealis- 
tic, not realistic, view. 


The study has relied on 63 questions, including 35 questions on the qualities 
which the worker likes to see in the personality of the efficient director or 
chairman, 23 questions on the qualities which he doesn’t like to see in the 
director and 4 questions on the positive degree of the worker's spontaneous 
desire to participate in formulating the policy of the organization in which he 
works and to take part in managing it. The study has relied on asking the ques- 
tions in such a way as to allow the person questioned to express his opinion in 
his own style, freely and spontaneously, with emphasis on honesty, frankness and 
sircerity in the opinion which the worker expresses. Those questioned have been 
assured of secrecy. The study has also relied on personal interviews. 


What Are Qualities of Likeable Director? 


It is evident from the study that the qualities that the workers see in the 
likeable manager are: 


The workers want the director to listen to their complaints, to defend them and 
to have the ability to protect them (95 percent) and to give rewards and promo- 
tions to those who deserve them, i.e., the workers want justice. 


It is evident from the study that only 20 percent of the workers demand that 
the director pay attention to his attire and personal appearance, meaning that 
only a minority demands that fashionable attire be observed by a director. 


It has also become obvious that the majority believes that a director must exert 
efforts to benefit from the capabilities of all the workers, must have self- 
confidence and must be intelligent and decisive. 


Why Are You Hated? 
But why are you hated, Mr Director? 


The study shows that the qualities which the workers hate most to see in a direc- 
tor are the love of control and domination, exclusive decisionmaking, the propen- 
sity for fault-finding, lack of fairness in the distribution of rewards, the use 
of threats against workers and being influenced by the words of slanderers and 
confidants. The study further shows that the director's bias is one of the most 
serious problems of management in our country. 
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Why Negative Attitude? 





This study also underlines the causes of the negative attitude among the workers. 


In reply to the question "do you like to take part in formulating the organiza- 
tion's policy," only 23 percent of the answers were positive. 


This confirms that only a small percentage wishes to take part in managing the 
organization in which it works. 


Now, Mr Director, do you know why you are hated or do you have a different 
opinion?

SUBSIDIZED CLOTHING TO BE SUPPL™ED TO FIVE MILLION CITIZENS

[Article: "Clothing at Reduced Prices for 5 Million Employees; Penalty for 
Negligence and Certificate Forgery Stiffened"] 


[Text] Sayyid al-Misri, the first undersecretary of the Ministry of Supply, has 
announced that the popular clothing project will include 5 million citizens to 
whom [ration] cards will be distributed as of the beginning of January. The 
project will begin in Cairo and Alexandria in March and then extend to the other 
governorates. 


Sayyid al-Misri has told AL-JUMHURIYAH that the winter clothing includes 1 million 
new pieces of clothing from East Germany, West Germany, Austria and Hungary. The 
clothing will be of top quality and various sizes. 


This year's prices will be 12 pounds for an imported suit, 4.5 pounds for a 
dress, 4 pounds for a skirt, 1.5-3.5 pounds for a shirt, 6.5-10 pounds for a 
man's or a woman's overcoat, 4 pounds for a long-sleeve blouse and 190 piasters 
for a pair of trousers, in addition to imported children's clothing at reduced 
[subsidized] prices. 


It has also been decided to permit the free purchase of local production. Theze 
are goods that are not included in the cards, such as wraps [worn by Egyptian 
women], suitcases and school instruments. 


Sayyid al-Misri has further announced that the project concluded this year con- 
tracts for 500,000 meters of cloth material, 600,000 pyjamas, 150,000 shirts, 
72,000 meters of wool and 240,000 meters of poplin from al-Nasr Textile Company 
in al-Mahallah al-Kubra; 1 million pieces of clothing from al-Nasr Dyeing and 
Manufacturing Company; 3 million meters of cloth material from al-Suyuf Company; 
2 million meters from the United Arab Company; 120,000 shirts from Kafr al-Dawwar 
Company; 150,000 poplin shirts, 50,000 meters of clothes lining and 40,000 meters 
of varied cloth material from Kafr al-Dawwar Company; underwear valued at 4 
million pounds from (Kabu) Company; 44,000 dozens of underwear from (Sitya) 
Company; 600,000 dozens of underwear and 12,000 dozens of nightgowns from 
(Trikuna) Company; 90,000 jilbabs and 130,000 dresses from al-Sharqiyah Linen 
Company; and 750,000 meters of varied cloth material from the (Asku) Company. 














Penalty for Negligence Stiffened 


The Ministerial Legislative Committee approved at its meeting yesterday under the 
chairmanship of Counselor Ahmad Sami, the minister of justice, the following new 
legislation: 


A penal code amendment bill calling for raising the maximum fine for misdemeanors 
involving the establishment, foundation, organization or management of a society, 
body or organization of an international character or constituting a branch of 
international society, body or organization. 


A fine will also be imposed on a civil servant causing massive damage to the 
property or interests of the authority for which he works, a truant civil servant 
or a civil servant who refuses to do his work. 


A fine will also be imposed on a custodian entrusted with guarding an arrested 
person if the arrested escapes as a result of the custodian's negligence, on 
whoever breaks or dissolves seals (intended for the closure of a place of busi- 
ness), whoever destroys or damages intentionally buildings, property or installa- 
tions designated for the benefit of the public, whoever pulls out trees planted 
in places of worship, on the sides of streets or in parks, whoever obstructs 
telephone communications or damages telephone communication equipment, whoever 
publicizes in any way matters that may influence the judiciary and any doctor 

who knowingly issues a false certificate or statement. 


The committee has also approved a bill to protect the Nile and the water courses 


from pollutants by prohibiting the dumping of factory wastes and garbage in these 
water courses. 


The committee has also approved a bill curbing monopoly of capital assets placed 
in trusts [awgaf], and a bill to reorganize the Ministry of Tourism. 


The prime minister has decided to allocate one-half the value of the fines 
levied on workers in the public sector companies to be spent on cultural and 
social activities, at the rate of 85 percent for the Workers Cultural Organiza- 
tion and 15 percent for the Social Organization.

HISTORY OF HOUSING CRISIS TRACED 
Cairo AL-AHRAM AL-IQTISADI in Arabic No 672, 30 Nov 81 pp 16-20 


[Article: "Housing Problem Between Committee Reports and Ministerial Statements 
Throughout 25 Years; 830,000 Apartments Accumulated as Result of Plans Which 
Have Not Been Implemented" ] 


[Text] Throughout 25 years, through the discussions of the Comicil of Ministers 
and the Higher Planning Committee, beginning with the National Union and ending 
with the National [Democratic] Party and throughout the terms of eight ministers 
who have occupied the “seat” of the Ministry of Housing, the ministers have dis- 
cussed a solution to the housing problem, especially after the problem intensi- 
fied in 1965. The ministers’ statements include: Construction of 33,000 apart- 
ments in 1 year; a 5-year housing and utility plan for the construction of 
347,000 housing units; a 7-year housing plan covering the years 1968-75 for the 
construction of 660,000 housing units. This was followed by another plan by a 
subsequent minister for the construction of 1 million housing units. Another 
minister suddenly announced the construction of 4,000 new apartments in 1974, 
then announced a provisional plan to be implemented in 1975 and then another 
plan to construct 292,000 housing units annually at a cost of 900 million pounds 
a year. After all these statements, the study prepared in 1979 by the National 
Housing Committee proved the accumulation [sic] of 830,000 housing units as a 
result of unimplemented housing plans throughout the 18 preceding years. Sorry, 
the official statements have not been able to conceal this fact. 


24 November 1957: 50,000 Houses To Be Built in Cairo in 5 Years 


Dr Mustafa Khalil, the acting minister of municipal and rural affairs, presented 
to the Council of Ministers a memorandum on the condition of the old huildings 
and quarters in Cairo, Alexandria and other cities. The memorandum includes a 
draft housing policy proposing initially the construction of 50,000 houses in 
Cairo in the next 5 years. 


17 February 1960: 150 Million Pounds in New Plan To Build 300,000 Houses in 5 
Years 


The Higher Planning Committee discussed on this day the new housing policy for 
the southern province in the next 5 years. Ahmad ‘Abd al-Karim, the central 
minister of municipal affairs, prepared a detailed report on this new policy. 
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The new housing plan estimated that 150 million pounds would be needed to con- 
struct 300,000 houses in the 5 years. The report says that the country's actual 
needs are estimated at 60,000 houses annually. 


21 February 1960: 140 Million Pounds for Housing in Next 5 Years 


The kianning Committee met yesterday evening under the chairmanship of Vice 
President ‘Abd al-Latif al-Baghdadi and discussed the housing program for the 
next 5 years in the plan which begins on 1 July 1960 and ends with the end of 
June 1965. The volume of the total investments in the housing sector in the 5 
years has been set at 140 million pounds. 


4 February 1961: New Plan To Solve Housing Problem 


The proposals bureau of the National Union is studying an important plan to 
solve the housing crisis. The plan deals with the rising prices of land and of 
construction materials and operations and seeks to solve the problem of key money. 


19 September 1964: Modifications in Second Five-Year Housing Plan 


An authoritative source from the Ministry of Housing and Utilities stated that 
important modifications will be introduced to the draft second five-year housing 
plan as a result of the discussions and consultations being currently conducted 
by Muhammad Abu Nusayr, the minister of housing, in a number of European coun- 
tries and of the visits made by the ministry's delegations to various countries 
to discuss the possibility of utilizing prefabricated housing projects and the 
scientific technology realized in the construction equipment and machinery. 


23 January 1965: 243,000 Houses in Second Plan 


The second 5-year plan calls for the construction of 243,000 economy-level and 
middle-level houses in the next 5 years, beginning as of the first of next July. 
Cairo's share will amount to 34 percent of the total number of new houses, i.e., 
to nearly 82,000 new houses. 


21 April 1965: Full Facts on Housing Problem To Be Discussed by National Assembly 
Today 


Mahmud Abu Nusayr, the minister of housing and utilities, will deliver a state- 
ment to the National Assembly today before it discusses the housing problem. 
The statement contains the full facts on this [housing] policy. The minister 
will also review in his statement the housing projects that have been imple- 
mented, the obstacles which faced implementation during the first plan, the 
estimated investment sums in the second plan and how compatible is the plan 
with solving the crisis. The minister will then review in figures the growth 
of Cairo's population. 


14 August 1965: Cairo Governorate Apartments in al-Manyal Offered for Sale at 
3,350 Pounds 


Cairo Governorate has formulated the new requirements for the ownership of apart- 
ments in its three apartment buildings in al-Manyal, overlooking the Nile. The 
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governorate has set the price per room in each of the apartments overlooking the 
Nile at 650 pounds and the price per room in each of the internal southerly 
apartments at 450 pounds. According to these estimates, the price of each 
apartment--every apartment consists of four rooms with parquet floors, a living 
room, a toilet, a bathroom and a kitchen--will range from 2,250-3,250 pounds. 


13 October 1965: 33,000 New Houses To Be Built Within One Year 


In its discussions on the housing problem yesterday, the Council of Ministers 
adopted a number of important resolutions which call for constructing 33,000 
houses before the end of 1966. The public sector will undertake the task of 
building these houses, with the exception of 10,000 houses which will be built 
by the private sector. Thus, the number of new houses will amount by the end 
of this year to 33,000 houses, of which 20,000 houses will be in Cairo. 


20 March 1966: Detailed Picture for Solving Housing Problem Presented by 
Government to National Assembly 


At the outset of the general discussion on the housing policy, the government 
presented yesterday to the National Assembly a detailed picture of the steps 
which it has taken in the past 3 months and in the draft second plan to deal 
with this problem. Dr ‘Izzat Salamah, the minister of housing, reviewed the 
features of this picture in a 2-hour statement he delivered to the session. It 
was then decided that the National Assembly members will begin as of today dis- 
cussing the housing policy and the government position on this vital problem. 


7 October 1967: This Year's Housing Investments Amount to 19 Million Pounds 
for Construction of 32,000 Housing Units 


The Ministry of Housing and Utilities has completed its distribution of the 
investments allocated for the housing plan. The investments have been channelled 


on the basis of building 32,000 housing units. 
19 June 1968: Construction of 42,000 New Houses 


The four-man committee headed by Engineer Sufi Sulayman has approved the pro- 
posed budget for the Ministry of Housing, amounting to 11.3 million pounds for 
the housing and utility sectors. The new year's investment will permit the 
construction of 42,000 new houses, of which the public sector will build 7,000 
houses. 


13 December 1968: Higher Housing Committee 
It has been decided to form a higher housing committee to coordinate the efforts 
of the agencies operating in this sphere, to formulate the sector's general 


policy and to realize integration between this sector on the one hand and what 
it requires of the other sectors on the other. 
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23 November 1968: Housing Policy Before Council of Ministers To Alleviate 
Crisis 


At its meeting tomorrow, the Council of Ministers will discuss the housing 
policy and the solutions that will help alleviate this problem in a number of 
the republic's cities, especially in the capital. Dr Hasan Mustafa, the minis- 
ter of housing, will present a comprehensive report on the housing policy in 
light of the studies being conducted by the ministry. The report proposes that 
660,000 housing units be built in all the governorates in the next 7 years, 
ending in 1975, including 300,000 units in Cairo Governorate alone. For this 
purpose, the minister of housing has proposed a two-phase plan: 


An urgent phase ending in June 1970, i.e., in 18 months, during which 20,600 
units are built in Cairo, in addition to 13,800 other units approved for the 
current fiscal year, as well as 3,000 more units. 


A second phase ending in 1975 during which construction of the 660,000 housing 
units will be completed. 


24 March 1969: Higher Committee To Draw Up Housing and Reconstruction Plans 


A decree has been issued forming a higher housing and reconstruction committee 
in the United Arab Republic under the chairmanship of Dr Hasan Mustafa, the 
minister of housing. The committee will distribute the investments, will formu- 
late the general leasing and ownership policy and will draw up the rules for the 
sale of lands and for disposing of state-owned real estate. 


5 July 1969: 53,000 Housing Units in New Budget 


Immediately upon issuance of the republican decree approving the new budget, 
the Ministry of Housing initiated the measures to construct 53,000 housing units 
with an estimated investment of nearly 31 million pounds in the budget. 


9 August 1969: 540 Million Pounds for Construction of One Million Housing Units 
in Next 5 Years 


Dr Hasan Mustafa, the minister of housing and utilities, has discussed the next 

5-year housing plan which will be implemented in the 1970-75 period. The minis- 
ter has stated that the number of housing units targeted for construction in the 
5-year plan is estimated at 1 million units costing nearly 540 million pounds. 


22 December 1970: 45 Million Pounds for Construction of 36,000 ..».using Units 


Sa'd Zayid, the minister of housing and utilities, announced yesterday that he 
has completed preparaticn of the new housing plan for the coming year, 1971-72. 
The plan calls for the allocation of 45 million pounds for the construction 
projects, including 41.5 million pounds for the construction of 36,000 apart- 
ments. 


20 











10 April 1971: One-Half Million Apartments in Five-Year Plan 


Sa'd Zayid, the minister of housing, has stated before the National Assembly's 
Housing Committee that the ministry has completed the preparation of a 5-year 
plan in accordance with which one-half million housing units will be built in 
the 1972-77 period. 


23 June 1971: 27,090 New Units in 1971-72 Budget To Alleviate Housing Crisis 


The most important housing sector projects call for expansion in the rural and 
urban housing activity and for the construction of 27,090 new housing units, of 
which 25,160 units will be in urban areas and 2,930 units will be in rural and 
land reclamation areas. The plans also call for concentrating housing invest- 
ments in the private sector so that it may perform its important role in 
alleviating the housing problem. 


16 April 1972: 1.9 Billion Pounds for Housing in 10 Years 


Engineer ‘Abd al-'Aziz Kamal, the minister of housing and construction, will 
deliver today before the People’s Assembly a statement in which he will deal 
with the housing problems and with the ministry's projects to alleviate the 
housing crisis. In its draft housing plan proposed for implementation over the 
next 10 years, beginning next year, the Ministry of Housing and Construction has 
requested the allocation of nearly 1.9 billion pounds for the public and private 
sectors to build 2.75 million new housing units in the cities and the rural areas 
so as to alleviate the housing crisis ia the coming phase. 


18 September 1972: 33 Million Pounds To Implement Urgent Housing Plan Providing 
for 24,000 New Apartments : 


Engineer ‘Abd al-'Aziz Kamal, the minister of housing and construction, has 
stated that work has already begun to implement the housing plan seeking to 
supply the urgent needs of the various classes of the people. The plan will 
cost 33 million pounds and calls for the construction of 20,000 units for the 
masses, 4,000 units for workers and 600 units in al-‘Ara'‘is housing project. 


28 February 1973: 5.5 Million Pounds for Construction of 12,000 Apartments 


At its meeting yesterday under the chairmanship of Governor Hamdi ‘Ashur, the 
Cairo Executive Council approved the governorate's housing projects with their 
investments of 5.3 million pounds for the construction of 12,000 housing units 
in 9 quarters. 


8 December 1973: Government Statement Before People's Assembly on Dealing With 
Housing Problem 


The government will reveal a plan based on the construction of three new housing 
towns aimed at absorbing large numbers of the population so as to reduce the 
pressure facing many of the overcrowded cities. The three towns will be built 
in al-Khanakah area, which is close to Cairo, in the area on the desert road 
between Cairo and Alexandria and in the area on the desert road between Cairo 
and Suez. 
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11 May 1974: Decisions To Solve Housing Problems 


Dr ‘Abd al-'Aziz Hijazi, the first deputy prime minister, has stated that the 
cabinet will exert utmost efforts to adopt positive resolutions concerning supply, 
housing and transportation by virtue of their being essential requirements. 


22 May 1974: Construction of 4,000 New Apartments in Current Year 


It has been decided to build 4,000 new housing units in the current year at a 
cost of nearly 4 million pounds. It has also been decided to allocate 5 million 
pounds to complete the housing projects in which work has been suspended due to 
the lack of the needed appropriations. This has been stated by Engineer ‘Uthman 
Ahmad ‘Uthman. 


26 August 1974: Capital's Housing Crisis To Be Solved Next Year 


Dr Mahmud ‘Abd al-Hafiz, the governor of Cairo, has decided to build 10,000 new 
housing units in open areas. The governorate has already handed over to the 
Southern Cairo Cooperatives and Housing Public Authority a number of plots of 
land for the construction of 1,500 economy-level and cooperative-level housing 
units. The authority will be given more lands to solve the Cairo housing crisis 
next year. 


5 April 1975: Minister of Housing Declares That Housing Crisis Is Fabricated 


Engineer ‘Uthman Ahmad 'Uthman, the minister of housing and construction, has 
stated that he believes that the current housing crisis is fabricated, that it 
started 20 years ago and that its consequences have accumulated until the 
present. 


11 June 1975: Elimination of Housing Bottlenecks in Cairo; 20,000 Apartments 
in Cairo in One Year 


Implementation of the first phase of the construction of the Cairo residential 
quarters will begin at the start of next July. This phase calls for the con- 
struction of 70,000 apartments at an estimated cost of 100 million pounds which 
will be provided by the Ministry of Housing and Reconstruction to eliminate the 
housing situation in Cairo. This will be done within 1 year. 


3 June 1976: 7.5 Million Housing Units Needed by Egypt by Year 2000 


Engineer 'Uthman Ahmad 'Uthman, the minister of housing and reconstruction, has 
stated that the housing deficit existing in Egypt until 1975 is estimated at 
1.6 million housing units and that Egypt will need to construct 7.5 million units 
by the year 2000. This means that Egypt must build 300,000 units annually or 
1,000 units daily. 


17 December 1977: Comprehensive Housing Plan for Construction of 96,000 Apart- 
ments in 1978 at Cost of 341 Million Pounds 


Engineer Hasaballah al-Kafrawi, the minister of housing, has prepared a compre- 
hensive plan which will go into effect as of next January and will be completed 
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by the end of the year. The total investments needed to develop the housing and 
the utilities are estimated at 7.8 billion pounds. A total of 96,000 apartments 


will be built at an estimated cost of 341.5 million pounds. 


18 December 1978: 75,000 Economy-Level Housing Units Next Year = 
It has been decided to increase the number of economy-level and below middle- 
level housing units by 50 percent over the current year, thus raising the number 
to (75,000) new units in 1979. 


This was agreed upon yesterday during the meeting which Dr Mustafa Khalil, the 
prime minister, held with the ministers of economy, planning, finance, economic 
cooperation, housing and supply to discuss distribution of the 1979 investments 
to the various state sectors. 


14 February 1979: Minister of Housing Says in Symposium of Administrative 
Leaders 76,000 Housing Units Will Be Built in Current Year 


Dr Mustafa al-Hifnawi, the minister of housing, has stated that 76,000 housing 
units will be built in the current year and that Egypt needs 4 million housing 
units by the year 2000. The minister has also stated that the successive deci- 
sions (reducing) housing rent in the 1960's are the reason behind the intensify- 
ing housing crisis in Egypt. 


21 May 1980: 150 Million Pounds for Housing in New Budget 


It has been decided to increase the provincial housing fund in the 1980-81 budget 
to 150 million pounds. This has been stated by ‘Abd al-Razzaq ‘Abd al-Majid, the 
deputy prime minister for economic affairs. 


29 November 1980: It Is Required To Build 3 Million Housing Units Before 
Year 2000 


All the state authorities concerned have agreed that it is necessary to build 3 
million housing units before the year 2000, i.e., at the rate of 500 housing 
units daily. 


25 June 1981: People's Assembly Approves New Law on Housing Rent 


The People's Assembly approved yesterday the draft law on the regulations govern- 
ing the leasing and sale of real 2state and organizing tie relationship between 
the landlord and the tenant. The assembly devoted the two sessions which it held 
in the morning and in the evening under the chairmanship of Dr Sufi Abu Talib to 
discuss the provisions of the law. The first article of the law stipulates that 
except for luxury housing, the annual rent of buildings licensed for housing may 
not exceed 7 percent of the value of the land and of the installations as of the 


date on which this law goes into effect, provided that the area leased for the 
purpose of housing is no less than two-thirds the entire area of the buildings 
constructed on the land. 
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[Box on page 17] Construction Labor Wages Rise by 600 Percent in 20 Years 


[Text] Numerous factors have affected the labor supply and demand in the con- 
struction and building sector and have had a major impact on raising prices and 
on intensifying the housing crisis. 


A report prepared by the National Production Council of the Specialized National 
Councils notes that these factors are: 


The phenomenon of labor emigration which has escalated in recent years. The 
Ministry of Planning has estimated this emigration at 1.5 million workers (a 
1976 statistic), i.e., at 3.7 percent of the total population. This has led to 
a big deficit in skilled craftsmen and workers--a deficit which all of us 
experience in the construction and buildirg sector. 


Instability of work [employment] in the construction industry due to its sensi- 
tivity to economic fluctuations. 


The absence of a constant training policy and the inadequacy of the existing 
training centers in terms of quantity, quality and modern scientific development. 


The natural drop in skilled labor occurs as a result of old age, disability and 
death, in addition to the disappearance of the system of craft inheritance which 
was prevalent in the past. 


The small size of the investments channelled toward the rural areas and the 
concentration of industries and services in the urban areas. This helps the 
continued accumulation of labor in the cities as a result of continued internal 
migration. This phenomenon results in the shortage of skills in the countryside 
and in the escalating migration of unskilled labor to the urban areas. 


It is worth noting that the total investments (both private and public) will 
amount to 23.22 billion pounds in the period from 1980-84. The construction and 
building sector will get 10,161,000,000 pounds out of this total sum. 


Construction workers’ wages rose by 15-50 percent in the 1960-70 period. From 
1970 until now, these wages have risen by 200-600 percent. The rise in wages 
also includes the assisting crafts. 


[Box on page 19] Problem of Supplying 3.8 Billion Bricks in 1982 


[Text] The conventional red brick industry is facing a big problem embodied in 
the fact that this industry has been almost totally denied the main raw material 
on which it has relied for thousands of years, namely the Nile silt which is now 
retained behind the High Dam. This situation has led to numerous phenomena 
listed by the National Production Council of the Specialized National Councils: 


Plant owners resort to leasing fertile farmland and scraping off the top soil to 
get the silt they need. 
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A constant increase in red brick prices due to the scarcity of the needed raw 
material and to its high price. This had led to a drop in production at a time 
when the demand for construction bricks has escalated. 


The possibility that red brick plants will stop operating, thus posing a threat 
to the labor employed in this industry to lose its source of livelihood. 


The current expansion in the construction projects, the ongoing work to rebuild 
the cities of the Suez Canal area and the subsequent big demand for construction 
bricks has intensified the problem. The brick consumption estimates indicate 
that the demand will rise annually to reach 3.8 billion red, sand, cement and 
stone bricks at a time when the current production of the establishment's [not 
further specified] companies does not exceed 100 million bricks which represent 
only 10 percent of the total consumption volume in 1984. 


The National Production Council has recommended: 

That the private sector brick plants produce clay bricks instead of the conven- 
tional red brick so as to preserve the fertility of the farmlands. This requires 
the authorities concerned to adopt immediately the measures capable of supplying 
clay to the private sector plants by: 


Continued exploration of clay sites to extract the clay and supply it to nearby 
brick plants as a substitute to the Nile silt. 


Study the economics of moving some brick plants to the proper locations. 
Give priority to setting up clay and sand brick plants. 
To meet the country's needs of bricks, rely on: 


Clay bricks, sand bricks and calcareous stone bricks, with each type produced 
where the raw materials it needs are available. 


Cement blocks and prefabricated housing that is now used in all parts of the 
world, along with the exertion of efforts to coordinate the policy of producing 
the various types of bricks and the policy of prefabricated houses which rely on 
ordinary raw materials.

SUEZ CANAL TUNNEL, SINAI DEVELOPMENT DISCUSSED 
Cairo AL-MUSAWWAR in Arabic No 2980, 20 Nov 81 pp 41-44 
[Article by Sakinah al-Sadat: "Crossing to Land of Three Divine Religions"] 


[Text] In exactly 3 minutes, our car crossed from the African continent to the 
Asian continent by way of Martyr Ahmad Hamdi Tunnel, this great accomplishment 
which links Sinai with the soil of the homeland. It is a tremendous work that is 
no less imposing than the High Dam. The tunnel is also one of the consequences 
of the glorious October war victories. In the wake of those victories, the 
interest in the need to link the Sinai with the Nile Valley emerged. It is an 
eternal bond between Asia and Africa and an irrevocable end to the isolation of 
the dear Sinai from the motherland. 


On 6 June 1975, President al-Sadat laid the project's cornerstone. Next January, 
the tunnel will be put into operation. Very briefly, I will present here some 
facts on the tunnel so that all may realize how great an achievement this is. 


The tunnel has been called Martyr Ahmad Hamdi Tunnel to immortalize the memory of 
Ahmad Hamdi, the commander of the engineer corps who was martyred in the 1973 war 
between Egypt and Israel while crossing one of the pontoons built at the site of 
the tunnel. 


The tunnel is located 17 kilometers north of the city of Suez in al-Shallufah 
area at kilometer 142.5 on the Suez Canal. 


It is built at a depth of 37 meters below the water level of the Suez Canal and 
at a depth of 10 meters below the furthest point to which the canal may be deep- 
ened in the future. It is the first tunnel dug under the Suez Canal. 


The total length of the tunnel and of its entrances is 5,912 meters, of which 
2,288 meters are taken by the western entrance and 1,984 meters by the eastern 
entrance. The length of the tunnel itself is 1,640 meters. 


The internal width of the tunnel is 7.5 meters divided into two lanes for cars 
to cross in both directions. A total of 2,000 cars can cross the tunnel in both 
directions per hour. 
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The pipelines to supply fresh water to Sinai have been prepared and installed. 
The water will be supplied via two pipelines, each with a diameter of 500 milli- 
meters, which are being currently built outside the tunnel and through the canal 
itself. 


The electricity cables to carry electricity to Sinai at a capacity of 220 kV, 
which is enough to operate all the industrial and agricultural projects in the 


Southern Sinai Governorate, have been installed. 
The tunnel has fresh air inlets and absorption fans to siphon out the stale air. 


Traffic flowing into the tunnel from the eastern and western mainland has been 
regulated. 


Twenty-six television screens have been installed to watch the cars from the 
moment they enter the traffic-regulating area on the western mainland to the 
moment they leave the similar area on the eastern mainland. Twenty-six tele- 
vision cameras have also been installed inside and outside the tunnel. 


There are eight apparatuses to measure the pollution of the tunnel's air with the 
toxic carbon monoxide so that if the pollution exceeds a certain level the direc- 
tor of the control center can turn on additional fans that are ready for opera- 
tion. 


The tunnel has been equipped with five apparatuses to measure visibility inside 
the tunnel. When visibility drops to a certain level, additional lighting is 
turned on. 


There are 2,496 fluorescent and sodium (searchlights) to light the tunnel. 


There are 22 points in the tunnel, each 90 meters from the other, which contain 
firefighting equipment. This is in addition to the manual extinguishers and fire 
engines inside and outside the tunnel. 


A radio network has been installed for all communications inside and outside the 
tunnel and for the first aid points. There are also 94 telephone lines linked 
with all parts of the country and an emergency power generator with a capacity 
of 500 kW which turns on automatically within 8 seconds of any power outage. 

A total of 250,000 meters of electricity cables to control the electric current. 


From all this, we conclude two things: 


First, the importance of the tunnel lies in the fact that it links Sinai with the 
Nile Valley. 


Second, the tasks of the tunnel include supplying fresh water and electricity to 
the Sinai. 


The tunnel has been fully financed from the budget of the Arab Republic of Egypt 
and its costs have amounted to 1.5 million [presumably meaning billion] pounds. 
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I have obtained this informatio: from Engineer al-Sharbini Dasuqi, the general 
director of the Ahmad Hamdi Tunnel. 


We crossed the tunnel and got to the land of Sinai, heading for the first town 
in Southern Sinai, namely the town of Ra's Sadr. The road is paved and smooth, 
and I am accompanied on the trip by Engineer ‘Abd al-Qadir Hijazi, the chairman 
of the Southern Sinai Reconstruction Zone. Engineer "Ali Abu Zayd, the first 
undersecretary of the Ministry of Reconstruction and the chairman of the Sinai 
Reconstruction Agency, had been scheduled to accompany AL-MUSAWWAR mission but 
he came down with a cold. 


The first observation concerning the road is that fresh water taps are found all 
along the road. One of the most beautiful things I have seen is the sight of 
the bedouins who live in this desert gathering around these taps to fill their 
jars with drinking water and to wash their clothes. I have even seen some 
bedouin women bathing their children around these taps. 


The important thing is that we reached the town of Ra‘s Sadr. It is a small and 
pretty town on the Gulf of Suez. A medium-size oil pipeline passes through this 
town which has no port in the real sense of the word but rather a pier used to 
pump oil to the big tankers from the pipeline connected with the Ra's Sadr oil 
field which is located at a distance of no more than 10 kilometers from the town. 


Naturally, my prime interest in the town was my interview with Lt Gen Fu'ad 

"Aziz Ghali, the governor of Southern Sinai and one of the heroes of the glorious 
October war, considering that he was the commander of the second field army 
before and after the crossing war. 


The governorate is located temporarily in the building of an old school until it 
is moved to the town of al-Tur, the governorate capital, next month. 


I interviewed the governor of Southern Sinai and our discussion dealt with the 
present and future of Sinai as viewed by the governor who controls law and order 
in the governorate with a spirit of discipline and firmmess. 


The governor said: Our governorate is considered one of the most important and 
richest governorates in the country. The country's most important oil projects 
are here. We have the Sadr, ‘Alma and Abu Rudays oil and our daily production 
is no less than 160,000 barrels. 


One of the most important decisions made by the late President al-Sadat, may his 
soul rest in peace, was his decision to establish the Sinai Fund. Al-Sadat 
ordered that a part of the oil revenues be set aside for the fund and the first 
installment amounted to 70 million pounds for reconstruction of the south and 
the north. 


The most important thing that must be discussed immediately is finding the finan- 
cial resources to develop the Sinai which has been done an injustice. There is, 
for example, the 1900 law on leasing oil prospecting sites. These [oil] com 
panies and the service companies attached to them hardly pay any fees to the 
state. Had we not applied law No 50 (a law concerning the rent of lands owned 
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by the local governments and on the revenues accruing from land utilization), 
the governorate would have earned abundant revenues that would have spared the 
state budget a lot and we would have been able to complete easily and smoothly 
the road network which is the governorate's soul and life and its first goal, 
in addition to development and reconstruction without problems. 


Work is almost completed in paving the 340-kilometer long Ra's Muhammad Highway. 
The Ministry of Reconstruction has spent more than 10.5 million Egyptian pounds 
in getting this road ready. The governorate has paid more than 1 million pounds 
from its budget for the Ra's Sadr road network. All these expenses could have 
been saved if the governorate had its own revenues. 


Let me give you another example. The governorate [offices] will be moved from 
Ra's Sadr to the city of al-Tur. The housing necessary for the governorate, for 
its services and for its employees has been prepared in al-Tur. There will be 
260 housing units and 54 complete villas in Ra's Sadr, this small and beautiful 
town. You can see the natural beauty and the dry and enjoyable climate of this 
town. The governorate is thinking of holding a big auction to lease the town as 
a fully equipped tourist town to either the Egyptian or international tourist 
companies. 


Lt Gen Fu'ad ‘Aziz Ghali went on to add: 


My aim behind this step is not just financial. My aim is real development. The 
oil communities and oil towns in the governorate are not complete societies 
because the oil company workers do not bring their families and children here. 


They work here for 15 days and then go to Cairo or to wherever they reside for 
the rest of the month. So can you consider such societies complete societies? 


A complete society must include husband, wife and children. What exists here is 
more like army camps where only men are found. This is why Southern Sinai's 
bedouin women are still veiled. These women have not mingled with other 
societies because such societies do not exist. Regrettably, the oil companies 
are not concerned with these aspects. Moreover, these companies do not con- 
tribute as seriously as they should to developing Sinai. 


Lieutenant General Ghali added: 


Imagine what would happen if a major tourist company settles here and builds 
several airfields, movie houses, clubs and other entertainment facilities. This 
will undoubtedly do the Sinai inhabitants themselves good because they are the 
manpower closest to the site, not to mention the income generated by construc- 
tion and development. 


Ra's Sadr has enough electricity, a water desalination plant and paved roads, in 
addition to the villas and housing units I have referred to. 


We moved to the map of Southern Sinai and Lieutenant General Ghali gave an 


explanation on the territory we currently hold and the territory that will be 
restored to us on 25 April 1982, God willing. 
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He said: Our governorate is divided into 8 main districts and towns: 


The first is the Nuwaybi' District and town which includes the village of Wasit 
and the village of (Taba) on the Gulf of ‘Aqabah. 


The second is the town of Dhahab which includes the town of Dhahab and its 
annexes. 


The third is the Sharm al-Shaykh District and town which includes the town of 
Sharm al-Shaykh, the village of Ra's Muhammad and the village of Ra's Nasrani. 


This area will be handed over on 25 April at the most, God willing. 


The fourth is al-Tur District and town to which the governorate will, God willing, 
move its offices on its national day, occurring on 19 November. 


The fifth is the Abu Rudays District and town which also includes the village of 
Wadi Firan. 


The sixth is the Abu Zunaymah District and town which includes the town and the 
village of Gharandal. 


The seventh is the Ra's Sadr District and town which includes the town, the 
village of Ra's Misallah and the village of Wadi al-Malihah. 


The eighth is the Saint Catherine District and town. 


I then geared the interview toward the important part of the information that I 
wanted to know concerning the arrangements for taking over the new territories 
[from Israel]. Lieutenant General Ghali said: 


Arrangements are being made to take over the territory extending from east of 
Ra's Muhammad and al-‘Arish to our international borders. Therefore, we have 
gathered all the data concerning the land, population, services, tourism, roads, 
electricity, water, housing, agriculture, utilities, airfields and ports. We 
have coordinated with the Egyptian Ministry of Foreign Affairs and other minis- 
tries the stages of the takeover and we have made exploratory visits to have 
the various aspects checked by the various ministries concerned, meaning that 
the people concerned with agriculture checked on the agricultural aspects and 
the people concerned with tourism checked the tourist projects and so forth. 

We have thus defined the general situation of whatever is there and we have 
emerged with a complete visualization for the future projects. 


I have agreed with Jamal al-Nazir, the minister of tourism, that we, as a 
government, will purchase all the tourist installations in the Gulf of 'Aqabah 
and Sharm al-Shaykh area because they are of great importance to tourism, 
regardless of whether the installations are owned by the [Israeli] Government 
or by the private sector. It has been agreed to purchase them. 


It has also been agreed, and I hope you will emphasize this point, that in case 
that these installations--500 housing units, 200 apartments and 220 chalets--are 











wanaged or leased, they will be given to Egyptians only. I repeat, the manage- 
ment and leasing will be confined to Egyptians only and no foreigner will have a 
share or the possibility to participate in these projects. But there will be no 
objection to having a foreigner as an employee of the Egyptian company, be he 
employed in a managerial or an operational capacity. 


One of the most important points agreed upon is that to guarantee development of 
the work in a better manner than what exists at present, the official in charge 
of the tourist projects will have to go there as of the beginning of next 
February to stay there for a period of 2 months during which to familiarize him 
self with the nature of the work and to add to the work something new to 

enhance it. 


I assure you that it is completely forbidden to involve the Israeli side in the 
leasing or ownership. But there is no objection to employing the expertise of 

Israelis as salaried employees working according to an agreed upon contract in 

case such services are needed. 


The data has been reviewed on the spot and it has become evident that the tourist 
volume in Sharm al-Shaykh amounts to 300,000 tourists annually, including those 
coming by car and those coming by plane. 


Regarding airfields, it has been agreed to take over three airfields in Ra's 
al-Naqab, Ra's Nasrani and Sharm al-Shaykh, in addition to landing strips in 
Dhahab, Nuwaybi' and Tiran Island. 


The governor then said with emotion: For your information, the Israelis have 
not built a single house anywhere from the tunnel to Ra‘s Muhammad! 


Around the luncheon table at the governor's house, the governor resumed his 
statements, speaking with strong emotion: 


The area of Southern Sinai is 32,000 square kilometers and it has a population of 
32,000 people, i.e., each citizen owns a complete square kilometer by himself. 
Very shortly, we will have abundant electricity. Fresh water is available and I 
have been offering houses and housing units to all the citizens overcrowded in 
the capital at the lowest prices. I don't know why the youth don't want to come 
work and live among us when we have the sea, the sand and the dry climate with 
which I defy any other part of Egypt! 


This is the only way to develop the Sinai. I have conducted a comprehensive 
survey and have found out that those staying in my governorate are only old 
people and people unable to work. The youth emigrated during the wars and set- 
tled in the valley governorates. The Sinai Governorate has no manpower. Perhaps 
this bit of information may interest you. I help the bedouin inhabitants of 
Southern Sinai with 14,000 pounds annually from the governorate treasury. This 
is in addition to the in-kind aid consisting of flour, crushed wheat and rice 
provided by Egypt and the international organizations. 


The governor then spoke of the projects built in Southern Sinai since its libera- 
tion in 1979 and the projects which will go into immediate implementation, saying: 
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I received the only hotel in Saint Catherine, a less than one-star hotel called 
al-Salam Hotel, in very poor condition and with its roof leaking. It has been 
repaired and put into operation. Construction of al-Nabi Harun [Prophet Aaron] 
tourist village, which will have a capacity of 500 beds, of al-Nabi Salih 
[Prophet Salih] village and of the international youth center, which will be 
built over an area of 30,000 square kilometers [sic] and to which all countries 
of the world will contribute, will begin in the Saint Catherine area. 


On 19 November, the governorate's national day, the cornerstone for these pro- 
jects, in addition to the religious center which the late president instructed 
be built, will be laid down. 


We have also drawn up plans to build 6 tourist villages between Ra's Misallah 
and Ra's Sadr along the splendid, green and flat coastline. 


On our national day, we will also open the road from Abu Rudays to Saint 
Catherine. We will also open two schools and will distribute the leasing and 
ownership contracts for 50 housing units. In Firan, we will inaugurate the 
village council, the health unit and the Firan school. In Ra‘s Sadr, we will 
lay down the cornerstone for a gas station, a cafeteria, 50 housing units and 
a new water desalination plant. This is in addition to distributing 130 owner- 
ship contracts in the villages of al-Sadat and al-'Ubur and opening al-Sadat 
school, the agricultural administration, the poultry farm and the sheep farm. 
In the town of Abu Zunaymah, the cornerstone will be laid down for the town 
council and the town bakery, for 20 housing units and 60 economy-level housing 
units, a hotel, a resthouse and two schools. 


In al-Tur, 300 cooperative housing units and 300 economy-level housing units will 
be distributed. We will also launch 10 fishing boats whose ownership will be 
given to the fishermen and will inaugurate the governorate offices, the town 
council, the mosque, the religious institute, the Bank of Egypt [branch office] 
and a refrigeration complex. In Saint Catherine, there will be 50 housing units, 
a town council, a bakery, an elementary school and a preparatory school. 


This is a very brief summary of the interview I have had with Lt Gen Fu'ad ‘Aziz 
Ghali, the governor of Southern Sinai. 


We proceeded from Ra's Sadr to Abu Rudays. It is, as the governor has said, an 
oil town within walls. The offshoots of construction are evident all along the 
road. Engineer ‘Abd al-Qadir Hijazi explains throughout the trip the ministry's 
projects and the construction activity that does not subside day or night. I 
saw them open a 15-meter high hill with heavy equipment and pave a road in the 
middle of the hill. The work was going on in the evening. 


On the way and before the onset of darkness, we saw the Pharoh's Bath which con- 
sists of sulfurous springs where boiling water gushes from extremely beautiful 
caverns. I don't know why this spot, with its shore, its springs and its mineral 
waters, is not exploited for tourist purposes. 


In Abu Zunaymah, there are the well-known Egyptian manganese mines. Regrettably, 
the Israelis completely destroyed them. When I visited the mines on this trip, I 
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found the work to fix and repair the mines proceeding energetically. Far from 
the mines and deep inside the mountain, I saw the turqoise deposits that are rich 
with the veins of this ancient stone. The guides who know the sites are desert 
bedouins and they will only lead one to the spots where the stone is available in 
return for a certain fee and a certain percentage of the value of the stones 
recovered. 


We encountered enormous difficulties on the way from Abu Rudays to Saint 
Catherine because flood water had ruined the road. Finally, and after great hard- 
ship, we arrived in Saint Catherine. I don't know how, but a man feels holiness 
and spirituality in this spot. In the valley of rest, we actually felt relaxed. 
It is the valley where Moses and his companions rested from the hardships of 

their travel. The valley is surrounded by Mount Moses and Mount Saint Catherine. 


We now come to the story of the Saint Catherine monastery. 


Saint Catherine's story is extremely amazing. Anba Gregorios, the church pastor, 
told me the story. Saint Catherine was born in Alexandria in the early fourth 
century. Christianity was banned at the time and when Saint Catherine clung to 
her religion and refused to marry Emperor Maximanus, he had her killed. She was 
a model of beauty, culture and virtue. After the passage of nearly 3 centuries-- 
a time during which the monastery had been built by Emperor (Justinatus)--the 
monastery monks dreamt that the saint's body was lying atop the highest peak of 
the mountain which was later named after her. They ascended to the peak and 
found that the angels had carried the saint's body there. The body had retained 
its beautiful features until it was buried in the monastery. 


The monastery is located at a high spot close to Mount Moses and has been in 
existence since 1400. We saw there the holy spot from which Moses addressed his 
God. We also saw the holy Burning Bush which stays in bloom throughout the year 
and under whose shadow Prophet Moses rested. We also saw the spot where the 
golden calf--which the Israelis began to worship after Moses’ departure--is 
engraved in the mountain. We also saw the tomb of Aaron, the brother of Prophet 
Moses, may peace be upon him, and the tomb of Prophet Salih. We also saw the 
water spring from which Moses and his followers drank when they got thirsty. The 
spring was a rock which Moses struck with his staff, sending forth fresh water 
from it. The truth is that I have found the water of this spring to be splendid. 


I also saw the document which our master Muhammad wrote to the monastery's monks, 
with the prophet's seal still on it, and Napoleon Bonaparte's letter to the 
monks. I also visited the mosque attached to the monastery which the monks built 


for the Sinai Muslims to worship in. I also saw the rock on which Moses used to 
rest while tending his sheep. It is located a few kilometers from the monastery. 


I saw the highest peak in Mount Moses, a 2,400-meter high peak, and the highest 
peak, 2,600-meters high, of Mount Catherine. I also saw the site of the religious 
complex close to the valley of rest. 


I talked to the monastery monks, numbering 12 altogether and all of them Greek. 


They said that they get nearly 55,000 tourists who visit the monastery annually, 
most of them coming via Israel. They said that the tourists visit the monastery 
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as if they are visiting a tourist place. They ask the Egyptian authorities to 
emphasize religious tourism because Saint Catherine is a place for the three 


religions: Islam, Christianity and Judaism. 


On the way back, I visited the Four Sisters monastery which is 1,700 years old. 
Four nuns, namely Catherina, Elena, Banazya and Mariya, live in the monastery. 
They farm the monastery land, amounting to 7 feddans, and they provide medical 
care to the bedouin residents of Wadi Firan. They are Greek and their monastery 
is controlled by Saint Catherine Monastery. The monastery orchard abounds with 
all kinds of fruits. It is truly a green and shady paradise. 


We arrived in al-Tur town and witnessed the great construction activity there. 
At a distance of 50 kilometers from al-Tur, we saw a beautiful green farm cover- 
ing 20 feddans, all planted with vegetables which meet the needs of al-Tur resi- 
dents. The Ministry of Reconstruction reclaimed this farm in the middle of the 
desert. I have also learned that there are 25,000 feddans of cultivable land in 
this area and that efforts are currently in progress to reclaim these lands 
during the coming plan so as to meet the fresh fruit and vegetable needs of the 
Sinai residents. In al-Tur, I visited the fishermen's village, the new port, 
the new schools, the turkey farm, the poultry farm, the new refrigeration plant 
and the other installations. 


Finally, I say that Southern Sinai is rich with gold, manganese and turqoise 
mines and with gypsum, oil, kaolin and other raw materials. Governor Lt Gen 
Fu'ad ‘Aziz Ghali has requested that AL-MUSAWWAR contribute to the campaign to 
develop the Sinai by announcing to all the Egyptian firms and to firms in all 
parts of the world that the governorate is fully prepared to have these 
resources exploited at an international level, but on the Egyptian conditions 
that are subject to the Egyptian investment laws. The door is open to all and 
we have conveyed the message. 


A greeting to whoever participates by planting < tree or building a wall on 
the beloved land of the Sinai, the land of the future for which we have endured 
the worst.

DEVELOPMENT OF IMBABAH AIRPORT--It has been decided to develop Imbabah airport so 
that it can add a heliport, in addition to serving small aircraft and may even- 
tually expand to accommodate local flights. Maj Gen Mustafa Zadah, the under- 
secretary of the Ministry of Civil Aviation and the official in charge of Imbabah 
airport, has stated ctaat the executive measures to develop the airport were begun 
in the wake of the decision of the ministerial committee headed by Dr Fu'ad Muhyi 
al-Din, the first deputy prime minister, to keep the airport at its present site, 
to develop and enhance it, to unify its security authorities and bring it under 
the control of the Ports Security Directorate, to deal with the encroachments 
committed against its land and to withdraw the [construction] licenses violating 
[safe] altitudes. Major General Zadah has added that U.S. aircraft experts 
working with the U.S. AID are currently studying the airport's potential and 

will submit a report on their visualization of its development next month. He 
has also said that a new runway will be built for the airport and that the air- 
port will be supplied with the navigational aids and the equipment necessary to 
enable it to receive small aircraft so that it may reduce the pressure on Cairo 
Airport and so that advantage may be taken of its location amidst the major 
hotels and tourist areas to serve businessmen, the tourist traffic and the 
aircraft of the oil companies, in addition to using it in the sphere of civil 
aviation training. It has been agreed with the governor of al-Qizah that the 
governorate will participate in paving the road leading to the airport and in 
repairing the railroad ramps adjacent to it. [Text] [Cairo AL-JUMHURIYAH in

AIR SHUTTLE--The air shuttle from the airports of Imbabah and Luxor to all local 
Egyptian airports will begin next January. Maj Gen Mustafa Zadah, the official 
in charge of Imbabah airport, has stated that it has been decided to put the 
British-made (Beech) aircraft to use in this task so as to serve businessmen. 
The rates of leasing a 4-passenger aircraft for a round trip from Imbabah air- 
port to Port Said will be 258 pounds, to Alexandria 232 pounds, to Marsa Matruh 
600 pounds, to Luxor 697 pounds, to Aswan 976 pounds, to Saint Catherine 454 
pounds, to Asyut 534 pounds and to al-Ghardaqah 632 pounds. The leasing rates 
from Luxor to al-Ghardaqah will be 250 pounds and from Luxor to Abu Sunbul will 
be 568 pounds.

PRESIDENT, PRIME MINISTER GIVE GUIDANCE TO CHARGES, ENVOYS 
Tehran ETTELA'AT in Persian 20 Jan 82 p 2 


/Text/ Dr Ali Akbar Velayati, the foreign minister, accompanied 
by directors-general, members of the selection council, charges 
and a number of new employees of the ministry yesterday sepa- 
rately met and held talks with Hojjatoleslam Khameneh'i, the 
president of the Islamic Republic of Iran, and Prime Miniter 

Mir Hoseyn Musavi. At these meetings, the president and the 
prime minister gave guidance to the charges concerning Islamic 
propaganda abroad. 


In providing guidance to newly appointed charges abroad, Hojjatoleslam Seyyed ‘Ali 
Khameneh'i, the president, said: 


Our foreign policy is the main component of our revolution. We consider aggression 
and foreign pressure on the Islamic Revolution of Iran as the reason for this. 
Propaganda is the most important means of pressure on this revolution. If we are 
successful in making the Islamic revolution known and understood in the world, this 
revolution is sure to be accepted by the people of the world. It would be suffi- 
cient, and we would certainly be successful, if we can carry our word to the people 
of the world. 


The president then spoke of the attributes of the Imam and said: We witness how 
global propaganda refers to this pure and great man. Of course, despite such 
propaganda abroad, the moral influence of our revolution has created a kind of 
amazement and deep attraction toward the Imam among nations. We pay great heed 

to outside reaction toward matters concerning us. Unfortunately this has not been 
successfully handled after the revolution but today is a good day to make amends 
and every possibility is available. 


The president added: You brethern have the qualifications to gain experiences 
sooner than set deadline and we do not expect any problems on this score. He then 
referred to remarks made by the Imam during a meeting with the foreign minister two 
days previously by saying: The Imam feels you must be missionaries of Islam and the 
revolution. By the behavior and actions of yourselves, members of your family and 
staff as well as the atmosphere of your place of work and living conditions, your 
behavior and attitude toward personalities and peoples of other countries and by 
maintaining conduct and exercising deep insight you can prove you are the messengers 
and the sponsors of the revolution and to show what kind of a person the revolution 
creates. 





Referring to the responsibilities of a diplomatic representative, the president 


said: An ambassador and a diplomatic “epresentative of the Islamic Republic of 
Iran must through their actions, efforts, he: . vk, character, and pleasant atti- 
tude toward others bring about the kind of s. _#X and sincere ties with otier 


countries desired by our government. Proper conduct on the part of a diplomatic 
representative of the Islamic Republic will reflect correct Islamic training--an 
impression we wish to leave. 


The president added: Another matter referred to by the Imam in his remarks was the 
actions and the public contacts of our representative insofar as they concern such 
a person's private life. It is clear in this case that the living conditions of a 
diplomatic representative of the government of the Islamic Republic must not 
resemble the aristocratic lifestyle of diplomats of other countries but must rather 
be the kind that would not cause challenging contrast and reflect the ordinary 
lifestyle of Islamic Republic authorities within the country. In this connection, 
waste and excessive spending must be prevented. 


Dr Khameneh'i then spoke about propaganda by saying: All global propaganda networks 
are in the hands of our enemies. Our enemy is not a single unit but a compounded 
operation which has almost totally filled the world against us. If the enemies 
succeed in presenting an ugly face for the authorities of the Islamic Republic, they 
will find it easier to take revenge against us. We must not tire in the face of 
such propaganda, and must not leave any propaganda unanswered. We do not have the 
extensive propaganda machinery of the enemy. So we must forge a strong chain 
against it. Full use must be made of all propaganda possibilities. One of the best 
ways in this effort is to create good relations with people. Secondly, your efforts 
must be directed at our committed and Muslim students aborad, bearing in mind the 
possible presence of influence exerting elements among them. Yet another way is 
contacts with local students and students of other countries because students will 
be the best bearers of your message to society. Propaganda can also be effective 

in Moslem countries through religious leaders and teachers who normally enjoy 

great influence with the people. 


The president went on to say: By use of correct propaganda capabilities yon must 
break the spell of the enemy's propaganda. This is a sensitive job. You must bear 
in mind that above all you must rely on God and ask His help. Your relationship 
with the Koran and Islamic concepts must be greater than before. Certainly, 
elements who work for and in the service of God, will receive His support. 


Engineer Mir Hoseyn Musavi, the prime minister, in his meeting with the attaches of 
the Islamic Republic of Iran abroad, told them they must be good messengers of 
Iran's Islamic revolution. 


He said: When our young people yearn for martyrdom within the country and compete 
for martyrdom at the battlefront to ensure the victory of the revolution and defcat 
of the enemy, we must also carry out our responsibilities abroad in the best 
revolutionary and human fashion and show the world that the revolution of the 
Islamic Republic of Iran is a humanizing one, protective of the oppressed. We 
should, in the best way possible, be good ambassadors and messengers of the Islamic 
revolution. 


The prime minister said: Until such time that our brothers abroad have not for- 


gotten their human kindness, they can truly be good messengers of our revolution 
throughout the world. 
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He said: Brothers who will be going abroad will face cultures and cultural 
standards different from ours. So they must make sure not to lose their kind and 
humane ties when coming into contact with such cultures. 


The prime minister said: When the people's Imam says 'I wish I were a revolution 
guard' the deeper meaning of the words reflects the wisdom which can help us to be 
a good ambassador and a good messenger of the revolution. 


He said: While abroad we must carry out our duties in best fashion while safe- 
guarding our personality and status and not allow the smallest weak point to under- 
mine our position, or, God forbid, be influenced by the environment and shirk our 
true responsibilities. 


He added: Among other important responsibilities of charges is the need to maintain 
constant touch with news and developments in the country, something that should 
never be neglected. Another point connected with such assignments that must be 
given great attention is that our charges must have an intricate thinking in their 
relation to world affairs. If they do not have this, they should familiarize them- 
selves with more complicated issues because different values, personalities and 
culture exist in the world and news and events are not reported as they are. In 
coming up against such cases, the job of the charge becomes clear. 


The prime minister then spoke of the responsibilities of charges concerning issues 
and events that occur in other countries and the need for telegram reports of such 
occurrences to Iran by saying: The Islamic Republic of Iran places great importance 
on reports sent by charges and ambassadors because it makes its decision on the 
basis of such reports and information. Any short- or long-term move can effect our 
course of action and attitude toward other countries. Negligence by you can be 
costly and affect decisions. Charges must be fully familiar with the cultural, 
social, political and economic values of places they are assigned to. The goal 

of the Islamic Republic of Iran are people. We must establish more human ties with 
them. Every nation has a different culture which evolved from different roots. 

One must know the cultures of other nations in order to be able to establish 
relations with them. We must respect the culture of different countries. Our 
values are God given and must be propagated but the way of propagation is to know 
their good traditions as the servants of God. The goal of a Muslim is to 

establish more contacts with governments while conforming to all Islamic and human 
traditions and principles. From now on we must tell ourselves that the Islamic 
revolution will continue until the coming of the Mahdi /12th hidden imam/. We must 
be familiar with the characteristics of nations and to know the relationship 
between our duty and the spread of the Islamic revolution. 


In the first place we must be fully familiar with the culture and language of 
various nations because the revolution is stable. We must formulate long-term 
programs and know our duty toward our nation. 


Speaking of Africa, the prime minister said: The people of Africa are the most 
oppressed in the world and have affection for Islam. We should not see them on the 
same level as Westerners because they are good-natured because of much suffering. 

A sign of this is the spread of Islam there. 
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In commenting on the social and geographic characteristics of various continents, 
the prime minister reminded the charges that as a first step they must establish 
benevolent relations with nations, particularly African nations, have affection for 
them. Anyone having a negative outlook toward Africa must change because African 
nations have always been under the colonialism and imperialism of Western 
governments. 


He at the same time expressed hope that the charges will meet with success in reach- 
ing their objectives and in being good messengers of the Islamic revolution for the 
world. 


He concluded by saying: Employees who were previously working in embassies and 


have been honest and faithful to the revolution must be utilized but corrupt 
individuals must be fired because they harm the image of Islam.

ARABS SAID TO BE PRESSING FOR END OF WAR

[Text] As Jordan's King Hussain announced he intended to send a brigade of 
volunteers to help Iraq in its war with Iran last week rumours that a cease- 
fire between the two warring neighbours could come in the next few weeks became 
more persistent in European capitals. 


Iraqi officials were quite open that they were doing all they could to bring 
about a ceasefire. Vice-president Taha Mohieddin Marouf said on a visit to 
Singapore that Iraq had responded to all peaceful initiatives undertaken by the 
United Nations, the non-aligned movement and the Islamic conference “but Iran 
has rejected all these initiatives." 


King Hussain declared himself the first to enlist as he told his countrymen on 
television, "I am ready to perform the holiest task in the Arab battle." He 
said that if all Arab nations had stood beside Iraq then the fight would not 
nave continued until now. 


Recent reports from the war front by western correspondents have suggested 
strongly that the Iranian forces have been slowly wresting the advantage from 
Iraq. This has given rise to hopes that Tehran, facing financial and other 
difficulties that they appear to be finding insoluble, might be able to agree 
to peace negotiations feeling they can at least claim victory. 


Some sources in the region hint that Israel is now ferrying in large amounts of 
arms and other material to Kurdish guerrillas in northern Iraq to try to ensure 
further defeats for the overstrained Iraqi forces. Reports of Israeli over- 
flights of Jordan and Iraq, using even helicopters in some cases, give some 
credence to these reports. Israel is also said to be willing to supply as much 
help as it can to the Iranian armed forces to fight Iraq, content in the knowledge 
that if the war ends a strong Iranian army and continued Kurdish activity will 
ensure Iraqi forces have to stay at home, the sources say. 


Indeed, Israel now sees Iran as her great hope for keeping the Arabs on the qui 
vive and away from Israel's borders for a long time to come, some observers 
believe. 


Tel Aviv is said to believe that the military in Iran are ready to make a coup 
which would also ensure a rational administration in Tehran and an Iran which 
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would again have a lot of "clout" in the region. Tel Aviv is said to see a 
return to the former situation, when the Arabs were afraid of Iran's military 
force, as desirable. 


Many former officers and soldiers are said to have joined the Yarmouk unit which 
King Hussain has set up in Jordan. He has promised that government employees who 
join up will not lose their seniority and normal progress up the ladder. Many 
women have also asked to enlist, reports from Amman have said. 


Iranian exiles were as unhappy about King Hussain's announcement as were the 
authorities in Tehran, pointing out that the Jordanian monarch failed to say he 
wanted to fight against Khomeini rather than the people of Iran. "This means 
that no Iranian can welcome his move," an exile politician told IPS. 


Sections of the press in the Arab world backed Hussain's call, suggesting that 

it would be worthwhile if the people volunteered to go on jehad (holy war) 

against Israel as well as Iran. Others, however, called on Iran to come to peace 
talks. The Defence Minister and Crown Prince of Bahrain Hamad bin Issa al-Khalifa 
said Tehran should accept the good offices of the Gulf Cooperation Council to end 
the war after the council met last week. 


He said the Iranians had turned down previous efforts by the Persian Gulf states 
because Tehran felt they were party to the war as Arabs. But failure to end the 
war could lead to intervention by the superpowers, he warned. 


Some sources have also hinted this week that events in Syria, including the 
recent attempted coup, must be giving the Tehran mullahs nightmares. Forecasts 
that Assad would be unable to resist a further attempt by the military to oust 
him are now widespread. The influence of the Muslim Brotherhood is now very 
limited in Damascus, the sources point out, so it was unlikely that a new Sunni 
regime in Damascus would follow Assad's line towards Khomeini.

KHOMEYNI ‘ISOLATED FROM THE PEOPLE,’ SAYS BAZAARI 
London IRAN PRESS SERVICE in English No 58, 11 Feb 82 pp 7-10 


[Text] A prominent Iranian merchant who has recently arrived in Europe claims 
Ayatollah Khomeini and his top aides are finding themselves ever more isolated 
from the masses of people and dismayed by their obvious lack of ability to run 
the affairs of a complex society like that of Iran. 


He maintains that rather than admitting failure, however, the Ayatollah and his 
aides are determined to continue in power at whatever cost to the country and to 
themselves. The following is the text of an interview with the merchant, who 
declined to have his name published: 


Q. What makes you think the Ayatollah is isolated from the masses? 


A. There is a general feeling in Iran that Khomeini is no longer in close con- 
tact with the people, that he is ignorant of what goes on in his realm and that 
he does not understand the realities of the modern world. I can only give you 
examples: for instance, he lives in isolation, supposedly at a small mosque in 
Jamaran. He is surrounded by his bodyguards and security men in a manner which 
is a great deal more elaborate than the security arrangements for the Shah. The 
difference being that the Shah's men were smartly dressed but the men guarding 
Khomeini are shabbily dressed and do not shave. The essence is the same. 
Khomeini does not meet ordinary people on whose behalf he claims to speak. He 
is isolated in a cage. 


Q. What about the people who flock to see him every day at his residence? Are 
they not ordinary people? 


A. Nobody knows whether he really lives in that mosque or in a former palace. 
But the daily meetings with him are a kind of theatrical affair. Hand-picked 
loyal people are herded to his residence. A person who is supposed to represent 
them delivers a speech from a prepared text, and Khomeini goes on to deliver his 
own sermon. His sermons no longer move the masses, however. He goes on saying 
the same things he has been for the past three years. Yet problems have changed 
a great deal since he first arrived in Tehran. And if he ever does speak on 
topics of the day he shows a great deal of ignorance. Sometimes he is extremely 
rude. For instance, he goes on talking about what the mullahs call “abstract" 
things and then suddenly refers to a topical subject like lack of security and 
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constantly rising prices, and tells us bluntly that we have to suffer and that 
this is our fate. 


Q. Will you please explain your allegation that Khomeini and his aides are 
isolated from the masses, for it is difficult to be really convinced. 


A. As I said this is a general feeling. This shows in his lack of knowledge of 
life in Iran today. Today we have very real problems which have nothing to do 
with Imperialism or with Zionism. We see that our daily problems do not feature 
in his speeches. For that matter they do not receive attention in sermons by 
Friday prayer leaders or other leading figures. It seems we people live in a 
different world from the world in which Khomeini and his mullahs live. So I 
feel they are no longer in touch with the masses. 


Q. Can you tell us why he is not in touch with affairs of the state? 


A. We see that the entire ruling class is ignorant of problems involved in the 
running of the affairs of a complicated state. They draw up regulations and 
repeal them one week later. They make policy statements and several days later 
they withdraw those statements. When it comes to practical matters the mullahs 
show an amazing degree of ignorance and inexperience. Yet they never like to 
admit that they are ignorant of practical things. The truth is that we never 
expected the mullahs to be well-versed in down-to-earth everyday affairs of the 
state. We never asked them to interfere in mundane affairs. We were ready to 
give them overall leadership and expected them to let the lesser mortals run the 
practicalities of everyday life. But they themselves wanted to step into mundane 
affairs. It was the mullahs who said they were qualified to run everything from 
a local police station to a major ministry like foreign affairs or economics, so 
we said ‘all right, you step in.' And then they began to poke their noses into 
everything and to muddle all affairs. They go on talking as if they are quali- 
fied to do everything and nobody else is qualified except them. They want to run 
everything from running the taxi business in Tehran to fighting America. But 
when things go wrong they are not ready to accept the blame. They usually blame 
others. This creates disbelief among the people and disbelief leads to dismay. 
So people no longer believe in what Khomeini says, especially when he confirms 

Or propagates the same lies which the radio and TV and papers put out. All this 
shows that Khomeini is isolated from the mass of the people. He no longer speaks 
the language of the mass. Of course, rally organisers and those who build him up 
as an Imam (holy man) continue in their efforts to say Khomeini is like a 
prophet. But even simple minded people can see the discrepancy; they can see the 
gap between what is said and what is done. 


Q. As a bazaar merchant what are your grievances? 

A. The crux of the matter is that we have lost many positive things we had 

under the Shah, but have received very few rewards in return. When we sit down 
and compare the negative and positive sides of the revolution we see we have lost 


a great deal and gained little. 


Q. What have you gained? 
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A. It is difficult to say. I have personally gained very little or nothing at 
all. But there were aspects of the prewious regime which bothered us. The tele- 
vision was outright anti-Islamic; we saw scantily dressed women, we saw too much 
indulgence in sex and alcohol. Every night there were drunks in the streets. We 
heard of wild parties in which strange men danced with wives of other men. What 
was shocking was that everybody was accepting this permissiveness. My son told 
me as long as he did not allow his wife to dance with other men he did not care 
about the others. But who knows? Maybe eventually he too would let his wife or 
his daughter (my own grand-daughter) do the same. We have no guarantee that the 
wave of modernisation will not reach us. Besides, we really did not want the 
mullahs to rule. We only wanted to twist the Shah's arm so he would be more 
careful. All my bazaar friends simply wanted to tickle the Shah, to force him 
to see our points of view as well. We wanted our views to be respected but we 
never wanted preachers to rule. Somehow, it all got out of hand and these 
street mobs suddenly rose to speak on our behalf, to speak on behalf of the 
people. So it was rule by street mobs. 


Q. Could you tell me about your gains since the revolution in precise terms? 


A. The Shah's regime was hurting us. One year we were allowed to import tex- 
tiles but another year we had to buy from local factories. This business of pro- 
tecting local industry was making a few westernised people rich but making us 
poor. Also it was creating useless jobs for these peasants to work in factories. 
So, wages were going up, rents were going up and everybody was getting rich; but 
we merchants were getting poorer. 


Q What about gains after revolution? 


A. I am trying to tell you how we were unhappy before revolution. Well, six 
months after the revolution it was good. Of course, we did not like the killings 
and all that. But we were told it was necessary because of the revolution. 

There was chaos and lack of security, but we were not affected. Only the top 
people of the Shah's regime were affected. But if you insist on knowing about my 
gains, I am not sure. Even the forced observance of Islamic rules has not been 
so successful. I know people still drink and there is still adultery. I guess 
these vices cannot be cured so soon. But I am not sure why. We did not believe 
that Ayatollah Khomeini's vision of Islamic government was to be ruled by mullahs. 
We thought the ordinary people would go on to manage government affairs in 
response to our wishes, and that the clergy would give only overall guidance. 

But it turned out that Khomeini wanted the mullahs to run everything. 


Q. Do you have any evidence of corruption by mullahs? 


A. There are rumours. There is some evidence. But the whole system of life is 
different. There are no big business executives around any more. There is no 
place to spend money. Of course, some merchants are making a lot of money. Also 
some dealers are making money and take it: to Europe to spend. Life is very good 
for merchants with the right connections. 


Q. So connections are still valuable? 
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A. Yes, they are. But I am not sure how. 
Q. Do you feel more content now? 


A. At the beginning of the revolution I had high hopes. But now I am not sure. 
We hear a great deal about communist infiltration. We also see that the mullahs 
are not able to run a modern state. We are not sure that we are not going back 
to Westernisation. We wanted western science and technology, but not the West's 
openness and life style. Now I am worried that we cannot stop the western life 
style. I know my own grandchildren will not accept this Islamic style. I am 
worried about the future. Khomeini seems to be worried too. 
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AMNESTY INTERNATIONAL CONDEMNS KHOMEYNI'S VIOLATIONS

[Text] Amnesty International has officially condemned Khomeyni's regime. The 
cases condemning the so-called Islamic regime appear in the said organization's 
statement published in London. According to existing documents in the Amnesty 
International report, the so-called Islamic regime has been condemned of torturing 
prisoners in various cases. The tying of prisoners to gallows, mock executions, 
the torture of prisoners by burning their skin and by electric shock and raping 
female prisoners are among cases for which Khomeyni's regime has been condemned. 
While officially restating its protest to these inhumane acts, Amesty Inter- 
national has referred to 200 flagrant violations of human rights, details of 
which can be found in Ammesty International's documents, and has referred to the 
execution of thousands of opponents of the so-called Islamic Republic and has 
added that Amnesty International has documents in hand that show that (?many 
people) who were executed did not even have the permission or chance for estab- 
lishing a defense. In its statement published yesterday, 23 February, this 
organization has stressed that there are documents in hand that show how some 
prisoners were killed under torture and their bodies then hanged or shot to make 
it appear that they had been legally sentenced to death. Ammesty International 
has officially announced that in January--10 Dey to 10 Bahman--at least 255 people 
were executed by firing squad just in Iran. According to this official report, 
prevailing tortures in the Islamic Republic are (?sometimes) carried out in cells 
used specially to torture antiregime prisoners. Especially in Evin prison, a 
cell has been built that has been called the iron room where prisoners are tied 
to an iron bed and then the Revolution Guards burn their backs and the soles of 
their feet with a hot iron rod. 


The French newspaper LE MONDE, that was among the mentors of Khomeyni's regime 
in the past, has also published the revealing report of Ammesty International 

in its issue today. The Free Voice of Iran inierms the dear compatriots that 

Mr Eric Rouleau--LE MONDE analyst and representative in the Middle East--who did 
not publish such documentary and shocking reports while Bani-Sadr cooperated 
with Khomeyni's regime, has now--after the dismissal of Bani-Sadr--started reve- 
lations and is publishing terrifying reports and articles by opponents of 
Khomeyni's regime or world (?foundations).

each other with claws and teeth, on the other, (?are further fanning the flames 

of these rumors). Everyone is aware of these rumors. People are whispering them 
in homes, offices and bazaars--everywhere--and the subject is brought up in 
telephone conversations from the provinces or foreign countries with acquain- 
tances living in the capital. Meanwhile, only the authorities of the country-- 
the mullahs, their associates and their (?subservient) mercenaries--are pretending 
to be deaf and dumb. They neither hear these rumors nor are they prepared to 

make confirm or deny them. 


For the Iranian freedom-seekers and for the Muslims following the path of the 
prophet ‘Ali, whether Khomeyni is dead or not is not of great importance. If 

he is dead, then they will ask God to forgive him because in the presence of 
divine justice Ruhollah Khomeyni needs (?God's) forgiveness more than Ibn Muljam, 
Yazid and Shimr. In the human (?race), he may be the last sinner to need God's 
endless forgiveness to be saved from the fires of hell. 


If Khomeyni has not died and this bloodthirsty person lives to be a 100 like the 
wretched crows, it will not make any difference in the situation for Iran's 
freedom fighters, who will continue their struggle until the downfall of the 
regime of black reaction.

He said those responsible for 
the "plot" were "agents of the enemy" who had managed to infiltrate the ranks 

of the air force. 


He also said that many pilots who had escaped to the West through Turkey were 
now repentant. "The two pilots who fled to Turkey by helicopter are finding it 
difficult to get a square meal a day," he said. "These people think that the 
moment they fly their craft abroad to seek asylum they will be met and accommo- 
dated in comfortable quarters. But now they know that no big deal awaits them. 
Many of them, especially the monarchists, are so poor they go hungry. Their 
masters (Americans) do not pay anything to them; the masters want these pilots 
or other personnel to stay here in Iran." 


On the case of General Bahman Bagheri, the commander of the Islamic Republic's 
air force at the time of the abortive bid to release the Americun hostages, 
Reyshahri said the general should be put on trial when the war with Iraq was 
over. "His trial must be open to the public," he said. "He is being tried for 
his part in bombing the American helicopters left behind in Tabbas. He destroyed 


valuable evidence by bombing those helicopters and so he must go on trial in 
public and the trial must be shown on television."

LACK OF WESTEKN CONCERN OVER IRAN CRITICIZED

[Text] The western mentality takes a bit of understanding. 


There's plenty of evidence now, including some from the American ambassador in 
Tehran at the time, William Sullivan, that there were people in the U.S. State 
Department who were more concerned to see the Shah go in 1978 than they were 
over the pussible fate of the Iranian people. Having felt it was their duty 
then to give him a push once they saw the chance on the grounds that he was a 
wicked man, one wonders now why they have lost their fervour to do good when 

he has been replaced by a man who is much more wicked by even the most generous 
interpretation of the word. They never utter a word of condemnation of Khomeini 
today, those who were so vocal in their criticisms of the Shah's regime before. 


It's hardly a morally defensible position, that of the American people and their 
government these days, if as another former envoy in Tehran Richard Helms sug- 
gested in a BBC Panorama film on Monday night, they really have wiped Iran and 
Iranians from their consciousness. 


Just a few years ago there were 40,000 Americans in Iran, involved in every 
field of activity from military training and commercial business to cultural 
activities and the development of education and welfare services. Involved, too, 
in bringing vast amounts of Iranian money into American pockets. 


In the last few months at least 3,000 Iranians, on the present Tehran govern- 
ment's own admission, have been executed without proper trials or shot down in 
the streets. In Poland there is a Polish governmental admission that seven 
people died in the recent unrest and that has brought a chorus of horrified 
cries from Americans, from the president himself down to dockworkers, from 
public figures to actors and singers. 


If you come from Poland or any other Communist country which has been working 
continuously against U.S. and western interests since the 1950s you can get a 
visa to get into the United States without much effort. If you are an Iranian 
who has served U.S. or western interests through business or other associations 
over the same period you will have experienced every kind of hassle possible 
just to get permission to get in there for a visit. 
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It was that Panorama film that provoked this cogitation on the ways of the 
funny ole western worid. Plus the western European reaction to that Reagan 
spectacular put on as a protest over the fate of his beloved Poland. It was 
"undignified," said the British and the other critics of this novel form of 
protest. Presumably, Jaruzelski's efficient experiment of seizing the Polish 
people by the throat and banging their heads against the wall was dignified 
enough to require only dignified protest. The people who were beaten in Gdansk 
on Saturday night were no doubt beaten in a dignified fashion, too. 


Presumably, too, western Europe and Washington want a dignified end to the 
Khomeini regime in Tehran, a dignified mopping up of the blood in the gutters 
of Tehran streets. Perhaps they believe the inane comment of John Simpson, the 
BBC reporter who introduced his own little five-minute vignette of the Iran 
situation in the news that followed the Panorama show--that among the Iranian 
people, thousands of whose sons and daughters have been slaughtered by the 
mullahs, there is "an abiding feeling that one revolution in a lifetime was 
enough." Everybody in Iran is happy enough with the present situation of 
anarchy, economic decline, death and misery, he implied, something which not 
even the most cynical Khomeini supporter would concede even after his nightly 
glass of vodka. No wonder the BBC is said to be anxious about the quality of its 
nine o'clock television news. 


Even the announcer introducing Simpson's piece added his own fatuous introduc- 
tion, describing Khomeini as being "as bloody and repressive as the Shah before 
him." All these people who never saw Iran before the revolution and know abso- 
lutely nothing about the people or the country are so glib with their gen- 
eralisations. Not even the hapless Mojahedin boys shown briefly in the film 
can agree with them. "Even the Shah would sentence people to life imprison- 
ment,'' one of them told that same court Simpson showed in session. This from 
a Mojahed, whose colleagues are not renowned for flattering the Shah. 


At least the Israeli officials interviewed in the Panorama film were realistic; 
even though the evidence supplied in the film did not support the advance pub- 
licity's claim that the spare parts on the plane ferries from Tel Aviv to Tehran 
were designed to supply arms for a coup against Khomeini, the Israelis were open 
about their desire to see a pro-western coup by the military in Iran. They, like 
Helms, albeit tactful about the U.S. itself, said it was time the Europeans woke 
up to the threat to their oil supplies posed by the possible takeover of Iran by 
the Tudeh party, with a subsequent call to Moscow for military help. Though one 
couldn't help wondering about the startling frankness of the Israelis and what 
value they thought such exposure had. 


Repetitive, badly edited as it was, the Panorama film did put the issue of the 
West's attitude to Iran clearly. And opposition leader Shahpour Bakhtiar pro- 
vided the evidence to show that the United States was not willing to help, and 
indeed, has barred efforts by the opposition to try to bring some succour to 
Iranians being brutalised by the Khomeini regime. He said the Americans had 
refused to supply two helicopters that air force officers had needed to help 
them with an attempted coup operation. Scores of those officers were later 
executed. 
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But it was Helms who made the final point that the West, if it didn't want to 
see a communist Iran, should look at the way it could help the opposition inside 
the country to get rid of a brutal regime even if that opposition was obviously 
not going to be particularly pro-Western if it did get to power. 


One would like to have had Jimmy Carter's views on what has happened in Iran and 
what ought to happen now. Does he dream occasionally about the thousands he 
sentenced to death by his folly in leaving America's friends to their fate in 
1978? Did Cyrus Vance ever wonder if the information and advice he was getting 
at the time--and before that--about conditions in Iran were accurate? Why did 
they and their advisers ignore all the good things the Shah and his officials 
did for Iran, and listen only to those who went to them with their complaints? 
They're a remarkably callous bunch if they don't feel some responsibility for 
their ignorance and folly. 


A lot of Iranians were also gnashing their teeth at the sight of ambassador 
Sullivan himself in the film, for it was his appointment to Tehran and a post to 
which he had absolutely no claims as far as experience was concerned that could 
well have been another crucial factor in the debacle. It is obvious enough that 
if Gerald Ford and not Carter had won the presidential election that brought the 
southerner to power, and Helms had stayed at his post in Tehran, the crisis would 
not have arisen in 1978. The opponents of the Shah in the U.S. and western 
Europe would not have felt they had the signal to piece together the Iranian 
opposition to seize their chance. But had the U.S. had an envoy with experience 
of Iran and the Middle East in Tehran, even with the odds against him in the 
State Department, he could perhaps have foreseen earlier the risk involved 

in not shoring up the Shah a little sooner. 
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PROTESTS ON REVOLUTION ANNIVERSARY REPORTED

[Text] Anti-Khomeini demonstrations were being held today in front of Iranian 


embassies and consulates all over the western world by opposition groups to 
coincide with the third anniversary of the setting up of the revolution. 


At the weekend Ali Amini, who has recently set up a grouping of some prominent 
opposition figures under the heading of his National Liberation Movement, 
appealed to all Iranians to demonstrate on the occasion "just as Iranians" and 
not under any political heading. 


Amini was reported to be still talking to another prominent figure, Admiral 
Ahmad Madani, over the possibility of the latter, a repentant former official 
of the Khomeini regime, joining his movement, which is designed to be the basis 
for a coalition of opposition political groups and personalities. 


Another prominent opposition figure, Shahpour Bakhtiar, is said to be keeping his 
watching brief on the body. Some sources among the exiles have hinted that he . 
may yet become the dominant political figure in the coalition; Amini himself is 
elderly and lacks the energy needed to weld together such a grouping, though it 
is felt his age and the wide respect in which he is held make him an ideal 

figure as eminence grise of the grouping. 


General Bahram Aryana, as the senior officer in the Iranian armed forces, is also 
seen as natural head of the military side, though again, more active officers may 
take charge of most of the responsibilities in this area. 


The coming together of so many leading military figures, including Aryana, 
Gholamali Oveissi, another former armed forces chief of the late Shah, and 
General Fereidoun Jam, his predecessor, has already brought many officers in 
exile together, reports say. 


If Amini can bring in Madani and another former chief of the Iranian navy in 
Admiral Habibollahi into his grouping then there would be an across-the-board 
appeal to officers still serving with the forces inside Iran, sources close to 
Amini say. It is known there is widespread resentment of the mullahs’ actions 
among many sections of the armed forces. 
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There were also reports from Paris this week that the new Shah has appointed his 
own military council. There has been some disquiet among centrist groups that 
the Shah is receiving more militant advice from aides now that his mother, 
Empress Farah, who is acknowledged tc have a liberal approach and a firm commit- 
ment to the idea of constitutional monarchy, has decided to leave the political 
side as the responsibility of her son. Both Amini and Bakhtiar are reported to 
have advised the young monarch to keep outside politics. 


Meanwhile newspapers associated with Shahpour Bakhtiar's National Resistance 
Movement and the official publication of National Front in exile have both warned 
that the intransigent attitude of "extremist" monarchists could eventually harm 
the current campaign against the Khomeini regime. 


In its latest issue, Nehzat, which is linked with the National Resistance Move- 
ment, alleged that the hardliners among the monarchists, rather like the Tudeh, 
were pinning their hopes on foreign intervention for Iran's salvation. 


"Some of the monarchists are afflicted by emotionalism, and they cannot visualise 
an Iran without a king," Nehzat says. "But the majority of them are avaricious 
and highly calculating individuals who amassed vast riches under the tutelage of 
the previous regime and who would like to return to repeat the operation," it 
says. "For them a progressive, free and prosperous Iran has no meaning." 


Nehzat then argues that even those people who believe in constitutional monarchy 
might be tricked into trading one dictatorship for another because of the current 
desperate situation. "These calculating individuals who now know that the 
mullahcracy is doomed to failure are adding to the current serious turmoil in an 
effort to frustrate efforts to establish a regime emanating from the will of the 
majority, and in these efforts they wish to enlist foreign support," it says. 
Nehzat believes that this brand of monarchists are as dangerous to Iran as the 
Khomeini gang and the Tudeh. 


The official organ of the National Front in exile, meanwhile, divides the mon- 
archists into four groups. One group, it says, comprises those corrupt elements 
of the former regime who have escaped punishment and are now agitating to return 
to resuming the same corrupt practices. The second group are those who genuinely 
believe that Iran's fate lies in a monarchist regime in which the monarch is 
vested with absolute power. The third group is made up of those who maintain 
that the revolution was a freak incident which has brought about a temporary 
interruption in the rule of law as envisaged by the 1906 Constitution and that 
any effort to oust Khomeini must have as its aim the restoration of monarchy 
under that constitution. Finally, the fourth group are a wide spectrum of 
society who believe in the supremacy of national sovereignty and public opinion, 
but also maintain that to safeguard national independence and to reflect the 
public mood the best form of government is a monarchical regime. 


In conclusion, the National Front organ says: "The future of Iran will take form 
through a popular government and under democratic methods. Anybody not partici- 
pating in this democratic process will eventually be a loser even though he may 
win on a short-term basis. History is witness to the fact that after the French 
revolution figures like Napoleon and Louis surfaced, but because they belonged to 
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the past they could not live on in the new environment. The climate of Iran today 
cannot be compared with that of a decade ago. You may find the mummified corpses 
of the Pharaohs but their place is in museums, not in the seat of authority." 


Sources close to Bakhtiar played down the significance of the attacks on the 
royalists. They pointed out that Ghiam-e-Iran, regarded as more responsible and 
"up-market" than Nehzat among the organisations mouthpieces or associates, had 
not followed suit and said the articles were the responsibility of individuals 
on the papers. As far as Bakhtiar himself is concerned his policy at the moment 
was "not to rock the boat unnecessarily," a source contended.

BAKHTIAR, RAJAVI APPEAL TO UN ON IRAN RIGHTS

[Text] Iranian opposition leader Shahpour Bakhtiar, who heads the Iranian 
National Resistance Movement, has this week launched another sharp attack on the 
"indefensible silence" of human rights bodies and other international institu- 
tions over the Khomeini regime's treatment of its opponents. 


In a message to the chairman, Ivan Garvolov, of the new session of the United 
Nations Human Rights Commission in Geneva, he again pointed to the imprisonment 
without trial and the summary trials that preceded executions in Iran and said 
it was imperative that international bodies, especially the U.N., should speak 
out and act against the perpetrators of the bloody crimes in Iran. 


Bakhtiar has repeatedly appealed to human rights bodies to speak up about what is 
happening in Iran. His new appeal came as the Dutch director of the U.N.'s Human 
Rights Division, Theo van Boven, was told his contract would not be renewed 
following his outspoken attacks on several countries at the beginning of the 
session. Iran was one of the countries he singled out for breaches of rights, 
sources said. 


Bakhtiar pointed out that the Khomeini regime had executed 3,000 people in recent 
months, among them children. In addition torture had become widespread. The 
excesses in Iran today exceeded the most sinister actions of the former secret 
police organisation, SAVAK. He hoped the commission would denounce the Khomeini 
regime with all the vigour it could. 


Mojahedin-e-Khalq leader Masud Rajavi has also written to the commission drawing 
its attention to the Khomeini regime's "utter lack of respect for the most basic 
and elementary principles of human rights." 


He added, "The victims’ families, the Iranian people and the conscience of all 
mankind expect you to condemn this regime." Rajavi also sent a package of docu- 
mentary evidence to the body. 


Bakhtiar sent his message in the wake of the execution of 15 of his supporters in 
Tehran last week. His office issued the names of the 15; they included seven 
colonels, Abdollah Amir Tahmaseb, Ibrahim Seirafi, Assadollah Foroughi, Amir 
Hossain Beglou, one woman, Golnar Maghib-manesh, and Asghar Mohajeri, Mohammad 
Javad Lutfzari, Kurosh Yar-Ahmadi, Siavosh Tavakoli, Khodratollah Didevar, 
Golshan Shahandeh Ashtiani, and Mohammad Khashayar.

ISOLATION SEEN CONTINUING IN SPITE OF DIPLOMATIC EFFORTS

[Test] Iran's ruling mullahs are still fighting a losing battle to break their 
diplomatic isolation. Foreign minister Ali Akbar Velayati and Islamic guidance 
minister Javad Moadikhah have both been touring foreign countries to boost sup- 
port for their regime and counter Iraq's diplomatic offensive, but reports say 
they received little favourable response. 


Velayati last week visited New York where he attended the United Nations General 
Assembly. Significantly he did not claim credit for a U.N. General Assembly move 
on sanctions against Israel. Iranian observers were surprised that the regime's 
propaganda specialists had not capitalised on the U.N. resolution against Israel 
despite the fact that the mullahs consistently maintain that they are the only 
genuine anti-Israeli force. 


Reports in Tehran say they have been upset by a BBC Panorama programme exposing 
their ties with Tel Aviv and their arms purchases from the Jewish state. But so 
far they have given no reaction or signs that they have devised a plan to rebut 
the programme. 


After visiting New York the foreign minister stopped over in West Germany, Italy 
and Yugoslavia. Nothing is known of his talks with West German and Italian 
authorities, but in Belgrade he is known to have urged the Yugoslavs to initiate 
a move to change the venue for the next meeting of the non-aligned nations from 
Baghdad. But the Yugoslavs are believed to have said that the meeting is 
scheduled to be held in Baghdad and the decisiun is final. 


In Tehran, back from his visit abroad, Velayati tried hard to prove that his 
failure to stop the Baghdad meeting was inevitable, and that this did not repre- 
sent a setback for the Iranian regime's foreign diplomacy. In any case Iran 
will not attend the meeting; thus the mullahs are losing a valuable platform. 


For his part Moadikhah was unable to make much of a showing with members of his 
mission sent abroad to publicise the importance of Iran's revolution to the 
Third World nations. These activists were barred from most Islamic countries, 
and as a result have so far visited India, Rumania and West Germany. India also 
rejected a request to call for the moving of the non-aligned meet from Baghdad. 
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Perhaps the regime's biggest diplomatic setback was a move by Algeria and Libya 
to influence Syria to resume its peace initiative between Iran and Iraq. Reli- 
able sources report that Libya has been urged by the Algerian leaders to tone 
down its support for Iran, especially in such matters as the security of the 
Arab states of the Persian Gulf and the war with Iraq. 


The Algerian leaders have also let it be known that they would be ready to 
mediate with Velayati over the war if asked to do so by both Iran and Iraq and 
basic conditions for discussions were properly agreed beforehand. It is known 
that Algiers is pretty exasperated with the leaders in Tehran and has been 
unenthusiastic about having closer ties than at present. 


Meanwhile, the foreign ministers of Gulf Cooperation Council states have again 
appealed to Iran to come to the negotiating table in a bid to end the war. At 
the same time they pledged their full support to Bahrain and other member states 
in the event of further attempts by Iran to undermine then. 


There were signs that the Iraqi forces were renewing their activity along parts 
of the war front as a preamble to what some Baghdad reports hint will be an 
attempt to reverse some of the gains made recently by Iran. The Iraqis claimed 
advances in the Bostan area, where Iran made ground late last year in a fierce 
attack which led to very heavy losses. New crack units are said to be going into 
action at other parts of the front. 


Tehran has denied the Iraqis have made any advances, saying their attacks were 
repulsed.

MOJAHEDIN SAY THEY WILL FIGHT ON

[Text] A spokesman for the Mojahedin in Paris pledged that resistance to the 
Khomeini regime would continue until the ayatollah's downfall in spite of the 
"sreat blow" suffered by the death of its leader inside Iran, Musa Khiabani. 


Among other members of the Mojahedin central committee reportedly dead in the 
attack was the wife of the Paris-based leader Masud Rajavi. He said his year- 
old son was with his wife when she was shot at inside a car outside the house 
where the leftists were discovered by security forces. The boy was also 
believed to have died, but it was later announced he had survived. 


Following an immediate public outcry about the deaths of women and children in 
the revolutionary guards’ attack on the Mojahedin hide-out the authorities 
changed their story of the death of Khiabani, saying he was killed when entering 
a bullet-proof car outside the building. Guards chief Mohsen Rezai said at 
least 20 people were dead. 


Another figure among the Mojahedin leadership in Mehdi Abrishamchi is reported 
safe inside Iran and observers suggested he would now take over the leadership 
of the organisation in the field. Rajavi promised in a statement in Paris that 
the resistance would not cease. But he was obviously very shaken by the news 
from Tehran. 


The loss of Khiabani himself, however, may be a greater blow to the Mojahedin 
than appears at first sight. He comes from a traditionally leftist family and 


had been a significant force in the organisation since the early 70s, when he 
went to train in the Palestinian guerrilla camps. 


Ironically, in an interview reproduced last week in the English language magazine 
of Mojahedin supporters in London, Rajavi explained how he left his wife and son 
with former president Bani-Sadr in the Tehran hide-out in the days when he and 
Bani-Sadr were still in Tehran, as a guarantee to Bani-Sadr that he was in a 

safe place. 


“Just imagine if something had happened to Bani-Sadr in a Mojahedin base?" Rajavi 


asked. "Whet scandals and rumours could have been spread. Thus I had issued an 
official order under which, in addition to special protective forces...one of our 
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central committee members and my Mojahed wife with my baby son would be con- 
stantly present in the same base. The purpose of this action was that...the 
enemy would have to pass over dead bodies of the organisation's members (par- 
ticularly the central committee member) as well as the dead bodies of my wife 
and son, in order to reach Bani-Sadr." 


Rajavi explained that the main reason why he came to Paris with Bani-Sadr was 

as an earnest of the safe arrival of the former president. This meant that any 
dangers en route would be experienced by both men, and the Mojahedin would not 
be blamed for anything that happened. But he conceded there was also the polit- 
ical aspect, too, in his going to Paris instead of Kurdestan, where Bani-Sadr 
had been guaranteed protection. They needed a centre where there were good 
communications with the rest of the world.

REGIME REPORTED CRACKING DOWN ON TUDEH

[Text] Informed sources inside Iran confirmed last week reports in the western 
press that the Islamic regime has recently started a crackdown on the Moscow- 
backed Tudeh party. However, the same sources said that the action has been 
carried out half-heartedly and that the Tudeh leadership has tried not to allow 
itself to be provoked ixto a serious showdown with the regime. 


"Now we have evidence of some Tudeh members having been forced into early retire- 
ment from their positions in the civil service or the military," one reliable 
informant told IPS last week. "Among those forced into retirement were two well- 
known Tudeh activists who fled Iran in 1954 and returned in 1979 to occupy 
important positions." 


However, the same sources said that there were still well-known Tudeh activists 
in key positions who went about their jobs as if nothing was being done against 
them. For instance, Behzad Nabavi is still at his job as Minister of State for 
Executive Affairs and chairman of the Economic Mobilisation Headquarters, though 
he has lost his position as top government spokesman to Labour Minister Ahmad 
Tavakoli. 


Nabavi has been widely regarded as a diehard Moscow-oriented communist but he 
has gone out of his way to deny such allegations. On several occasions he has 
had to prove that his credentials as a devout Muslim are better than those of 
his critics. Yet his critics within the Islamic administration point to the 
fact that all the young men in his entourage are communists. 


"To judge by their words, Nabavi and his cronies might pass as Muslims but 
judging them by their deeds one cannot help but feel that they are communists 
pure and simple," a former high-ranking official who took part in various meet- 
ings with Nabavi told IPS. 


Chief of the Plan Organisation Taghi Banki is also described as "red" by other 
officials who still serve in Iran. Banki is married to the daughter of the late 
Ayatollah Mahmud Taleghani, who was a leading figure during the Islamic revolu- 
tion, second only to Khomeini though his theological]. credentials were not as high. 
But Taleghani was also often referred to as the "red mullah", too, and he is 
still regarded as the spiritual "father" of the Mojahedin-e-Khalq. Now his 
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son-in-law Banki has brought into the Plan Organisation a number of young men 
who are pro-Soviet elements. 


Another prominent Tudeh activist who has maintained his crucial and highly 
important job is Parviz Atabaki, the deputy public prosecutor at the Armed 
Forces Tribunal. 


Because of these contradictions it is difficult for the analysts to define the 
recent crackdown by the regime against the Tudeh party. More confusing is the 
reaction of the Tudeh leadership. They simply refuse to get involved in any 
quarrel with the regime, even when some prominent figures pick on them or on the 
Soviets. Sources well informed on the Tudeh say that the leaders have advised 
the rank and file to keep a low profile. Outwardly, they support the regime to 
the hilt and close their ears when some leading mullah attacks Soviet policy in 
Afghanistan, or tries to argue that Islamic ideology is superior to that of Marx. 


Some analysts believe that the Tudeh leadership is anxious at this juncture to 
safeguard its "gains" since the return of Khomeini to Iran. Its main gain is 
the party's "legal" presence on the political scene. The leadership has already 
gone through all sorts of vicissitudes to retain this advantage. As a result, 
the Tudeh is the only legal political entity in Iran outside the ruling Islamic 
Republican Party. 


Additionally, the Tudeh has managed to infiltrate the civil service and many 
other organs, not only by placing its card-carrying members but also by planting 
its covert agents. The Tudeh is known to have a strong intelligence network 
backed by financial and other assistance from KGB. 


Finally, despite its small membership the Tudeh party has succeeded in making 
itself one of the main characters on the Iranian stage. This gives it an influ- 
ence much greater than its real strength. The Tudeh has worked hard to achieve 
this position and is not likely to give it up easily, so it is ready to take a 
great many humiliations at the hands of the mullahs. Analysts now say that the 
Tudeh has suffered what seems to be a heavy toll during the past two years as 
armed groups have gone about directing their guns not only at the mllahs but 
also at the well-known Tudeh members. It now seems that close to 100 Tudeh 
professionals have been killed in the past two years, which is a high toll con- 
sidering the small number of the party's professional cadres. 


The Tudeh is putting up with so much because it is anxious to preserve its hard- 
earned position as a contender when the real power struggle crops up sooner or 
later in Iran. What is important to understand is the Tudeh's unique position 
in Iranian politics; it is seemingly an Iranian political party, but at the same 
time it is an apparatus of Soviet policy in Iran. Its relationship with the 
Soviets is not the same as that of, say, the French or Italian Communist parties, 
or that of the Spanish or Portuguese for that matter. The Tudeh i» an agent of 
Soviet policy which, if need be, can easily be compromised by the Soviets in any 
subsequent "deal" on Iran or with whoever might be in power in Iran. At the 
moment the Tudeh is an asset for the Soviets, who, after all, have invested a 
great deal in it. 
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All this is known to the mullahs who rule Iran. For their part they do not like 
to have competitors or even negotiating partners when they are forced to sit dow 
to hard bargaining on their own future position in Iran. Khomeini has often 
implied in his speeches that the Tudeh's legal presence in Iran must be tuned to 
his regime's ultimate strategy, which calls for the supremacy of the theocratic 
caste. His aim is to vest all powers in that caste with no strings attached and 
no partners recognised. 


It is now possible that the mullahs have come to realise that the Tudeh are 
beginning to demand more than what they originally accepted when they accepted 
the mullah's terms to come in as their supporters. So, the mullahs may feel, 
it is time to remind the Tudeh, and by extension the Soviets, of their original 
terms. 


Meanwhile, some exile sources, notably those close to Shahpour Bakhtiar, maintain 
that the mullahs have decided on a half-hearted crackdown on the Tudeh to try to 
deter any possible action against the Khomeini regime which the West might be 
considering out of fear that a takeover by the Communists is near. Despite their 
lack of sophistication the mullahs are aware of the importance of outside pres- 
sure and know that their chances of survival depend on their ability to keep it 
away. 


Towards that end they have so far managed to eliminate all overt evidence of 
physical presence of the West in Iran. They have also tried to convince the West 
that there is no credible alternative to their rule in Iran. And now they prob- 
ably would like to remind the West that theirs is the only bulwark against com 
minism and that if they see the Tudeh's presence the West should not be alarmed 
because the regime is capable of containing it. 


That being so, it seems that the mullah: will continue their modus vivendi with 
the Tudeh because of mutual interests. Both share an interest in eliminating 
Iran's middle classes, who are by profession, education and inclination western- 
oriented. Both share an interest in convincing the West that Iran is no longer 
worth paying attention to and that it is beyond redemption. And their doctri- 
naire views are close enough to support their living and working together. 


Where the two part wavs is in their relationships with Moscow. It is ultimately 
the Kremlin which mig:s.¢ decide whether to push the Tudeh to power in Iran, or 
otherwise to sacrifice it in the interests of its own grand strategy in the 
region. Or to use the Tudeh as a pawn in its global power struggle with the 
West. 


For their part the Iranian middle classes, who can loosely be grouped as 
nationalists and centrists, would like to convince the West that Khomeini and 
his clique have not succeeded in sealing Iran's fate, that Iran is not lost 
beyond recall and that the whole thing known as revolution was a freak of 
history which can and must be regarded as such, and indeed corrected. Of 
course they realise that eviction of Khomeini is not all that easy, but they 
maintain that the mullahs together with the Tudeh, other leftists and the 
Soviets are collaborating to draw up a picture of Iran which could make it look 
as if Iran's future is limited to the two alternatives of either communism or 
theocracy. 
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The whole business of trying to rule by mob, to be a renegade in international 
relztions and to look different from any recognised form of government is geared 
by bot‘. the mullahs and the Tudeh to turn the outside world off Iran. And the 
middle classes inside Iran are demoralised by Westerners’ readiness to accept 

all these at their face value. That is why so many Iranians continue to complain 
bitterly cf Western lack of interest in their fate, especially when they compare 
this with the attention now being paid to Poland. 
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OPPOSITION GROUPS SAID TO BE STIRRING UP UNREST

[Text] The third anniversary of Iran's Islamic revolution looked like going off 
with a bang as the big day approached. By Wednesday morning, news of widespread 
unrest, with attacks on government offices and police stations, was coming in 
from the north to the south of the country. It was clear that all opposition 
groups were anxious to try to mar the big occasion for the mullahs. 


There were signs, too, that the authorities’ triumph in finding the hide-out of 
the Mojahedin-e-Khalq central committee and exterminating many of its members was 
also marred by widespread public abhorrence over the deaths of a number of women, 
and according to reports, children during the attack on the apartment where they 
were staying. 


Reports said bazookas were used to smash into the apartment in a building 
inhabited by ordinary families. Not only were 20 people killed, as far as is 
known, in the apartment where the organisation's number two Musa Khiabani and his 
wife and child, and the reportedly divorced wife of Paris-based Mojahedin leader 
Masud Rajavi, were among the dead, but neighbours said that there had been con- 
siderable danger to other families. 


Revolutionary guards tried to explain to critical members of the public in Tehran 
that they had been unaware that there were women in the apartment. But even in 
the mosques, Tehran sources reported, expressions of disapproval of the violent 
methods used and of the continuing bloodshed were heard. 


The killing of Khiabani, an obvious coup for the regime just before the anniver- 
sary celebrations, was seen as a severe blow to the Mojahedin organisation, par- 
ticularly as Rajavi had in recent months become more isolated from the rank and 
file of the organisation in Iran. Though Rajavi is in touch with activists 
inside Iran it was Khiabani who had become the leader of the organisations’ 
political and military activities. 


Observers in Tehran forecast a backlash from the Mojahedin over the killing, with 
a new effort to hit back before or on the anniversary of the revolution. The 
attack on the northern town of Amol by what are believed to be non-leftist 
nationalist forces nearly two weeks ago had already presaged new attempts to 
demonstrate the regime is insecure by the nationalists and monarchists. Reports 
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of violence in Azarbaijan, along the Caspian littoral, the Turkomansahra and 
Shiraz suggested all shades of opposition opinion were in action. 


In Shiraz there were reports of police stations being taken over as gun battles 
were heard in Tehran. A monarchist group claimed they had attacked and burned 
two police stations. 


In Tehran, a group calling itself the Ahmadzadeh group, after a leftist terrorist 
killed in a gunfight with the Shah's security forces, claimed responsibility for 
an attack on a car carrying the West German ambassador in Tehran. Thirty bullets 
hit the armour-plated vehicle. The attack followed reports the Germans had 
promised foreign minister Velayati, during his visit to Bonn, they would supply 
the revolutionary guards with anti-riot equipment. 


Rumours of all kinds spread around Tehran as news of the unrest seeped in. They 
were reflected in a surprising speech by Khomeini to a group of his close mullahs 
which was broadcast by Tehran radio on Tuesday. He dealt with the different 
alternatives for overthrowing his regime as mooted by the rumour-mongers and 
warned the mullahs that "infighting and power struggles" between them were the 
only threat to its future. 


Khomeini envisaged three possible ways that an attack could be launched on Tehran. 
He scoffed at the possibility of a coup. "A coup with what?" he demanded. "We 
have no generals in our army. Generals become like aristocrats; they will be 
tempted. We don't need generals." 


And if an invasion came from abroad what would happen, he demanded. The invaders 
would face the people, who would defend their revolution. So that was also out. 
And if the people were enticed into an insurrection there was nobody with the 
power or the wealth to lead them. So the Islamic republic was safe. So it only 
posed a danger if somebody among themselves should become ambitious and power 
hungry. 


Khomeini also appeared to be trying to pacify the middle class by saying that 
Iran's present leaders were all middle class and since there were none among them 
from the old upper classes then there was no reason for the people to resent 
them. The oneness between the rulers and the society meant they were immune to 
anything foreign powers or other interests could try against them. 


The ayatollah's voice was cracked and he did not appear to finish off most of his 
sentences. Listeners felt he may have been reading a text, from which occa- 
sionally he wandered and contradicted himself. 


Meanwhile, the government-controlled Tehran press tried to assure its readers at 
the weekend that the attack on Amol the previous week had been the work of the 
"usual" leftists, and that the Mojahedin-e-Khalq had been the organisers of the 
plan. This was because of the growing gossip about the "nationalist" character 
of the attackers rather than their being the "hypocrites" who had been blamed in 
the past. Slips by reporters in previous days, such as Kayhan reporting the 
attack coincided with the sixth of Bahman month, the anniversary of the Shah's 
white revolution, and a radio reference to the claims of an ultra-nationalist 
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group called Sar-be-Daran, had tended to confirm reports from Amol that the 
attack was not the work of the Mojahedin or its allies. Agence France Presse 
said that reports from Amol had given the monarchists an important role in the 
attack there. 


But the Islamic Republic newspaper in Tehran insisted that the attack on the 
northern town was part of a leftist plan for taking over all the towns in the 
region. After the departure of Bani-Sadr from Iran, it said the leftists had 
taken to the forests and begun training there. The Amol attackers had been 
supplied with arms by the Kurdish Democratic Party of Iran or from outside the 
country, the paper claimed. 


The paper also alleged that a committee for the defence and solidarity of the 
people of northen Iran had been formed in Britain and documentary proof had been 
found to show the groups in the region had links with it. Observers say this as 
an attempt to try to explain away a solidarity group, formed by leftist students 
in Britain with sympathisers there, who have organised a campaign against 
Khomeini's ignoring of human rights.

SOVIET INFILTRATION REPORTED ‘PREVALENT’ IN ALL SECTORS

[Text] Tehran, Feb--While the West, following the capture of the U.S. diplomats 
and the tragic railure of the air mission in the desert, seems to be paralyzed 
vis-a-vis Tehran, the USSR is making steady inroads in all government sectors. 
It is actually controlling the country's imports and its arms purchases. In the 
wake of weapons from the communist East come the training and military advisors, 
who are thus infiltrating the armed forces and the Islamic guards. The military 
are then followed by secret agents. 


The Soviet Union was always well informed on Iranian policy (the Shah's secre- 
tary was a KGB agent). Soviet infiltration began under the monarchy, through the 
followers of the communist Tudeh Party, and has intensified after the Islamic 
revolution. 


The 36 Soviets who arrived in Tehran at the end of November and were introduced 
by the press as "famous experts on the East" were, in reality, KGB agents, accord- 
ing to information published in the U.S. magazine TIME. 


They reportedly had come to reorganize Iran's secret services following the escape 
to the West of National Security Council leader Kashmiri, the man who had murdered 
President Bahonar and Prime Minister Raja'i for the Mojahedin. 


The "urgent" need to improve the spy and counterintelligence services was 
acknowledged by the government. The Tudeh Party communist organ, which supports 
Khomeyni's revolution, wrote: "To strike against terrorism and foreign conspira- 
cies, we need an effective secret service. Iran is a nonaligned country; however, 
its secret services cannot technically be nonaligned, they must be organized in 
the context of the struggle against the known enemy. Since our enemy is the 
United States, our services must go in this direction." 


Moscow's spies can be found among the almost 300 personnel serving in the Soviet 
Embassy, among the numerous technical advisors working here and among the thou- 

sands of Soviets who visit Iran each year for "tourism" and "business" purposes 

(there were 16,700 of them from March 1980 to March 1981, according to the last 

available data). 
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Moscow considers Tudeh's cooperation invaluable. The party has infiltrated the 
government, the armed forces, the Revolution guards, the secret service and the 
Islamic party. 


The Kremlin is also attempting to develop diplomatic cooperation, taking advan- 
tage of the war pitting Iran against Iraq. a country connected with the USSR 
despite its rapprochement with the West. It is not coincidental that the latest 
attempt at mediation came from Syria, Moscow's ally, while the first tries had 
been made by Cuba. 


Prolongation of Crisis 


Following the overthrow of the Shah, Cuban Minister of Foreign Affairs Malmierca 
traveled to Iran 8 times and there were 25 high-level meetings between the two 
governments. 


Moderate Iranian representatives express little confidence in mediations coming 
from pro-Soviet elements. 


They state that "Moscow wishes to incorporate our economy into the economy of 
the East, to control our policies and, finally, to establish in Tehran a puppet 
government that will eventually ask for ‘big brother's’ help, just like in 
Afghanistan. To achieve such results, the communists must prolong the crisis: 
this is the explanation attributed to the war assistance given to Iraq through 
Bulgaria and Romania, exactly at a time when our armed forces seem able to end 
the war victoriously." 


If infiltration and "brotherly help" are not enough, the Kremlin has other means 
available. The bulk of the 24 divisions massed on the Iranian border is located 
between the Black Sea and the Caspian Sea, in the proximity of the Astara and 
Jolfa passes leading to Tehran and the oil-rich regions. 


All of this does not mean that Moscow had decided to invade Iran. The USSR has 
traditionally beefed up its defenses on the border of those regions threatened 
with chaos. On the contrary, this military presence on the Iranian border is 
surely intended to discourage an eventual rapprochement between Tehran and the 
West. 


Deprived of its friendship with the West, with which successive governments al- 
ways attempted to balance Russian influence, the Iranian Government cannot remain 
indifferent to the pressures from its mighty neighbor. The geopolitical danger 
is exacerbated by the fact that the Iranians are convinced they know how to 
manipulate the USSR against the United States and against their domestic enemies, 
and subsequently "also cut off the Russians’ hands, just like they did with the 
United States." 


Within the Khomeyni current, the "pro-Soviet" group is very strong. President 
Khamenei, originally from Azerbaijan and with socialist leanings, Prime Minister 
Musavi, president of the Majlis Rafsanjani and at least four ministers are in- 
cluded in it. In all cases, the favor shown to the USSR from a tactical point of 
view covers a strategic opposition. 
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Cautionary Tactics 

This two-faced policy embodies the “ketman," the practice of cautionary tactics 
advocated by the Shiite religion as a measure of protection of the weaker vis-a- 
vis the stronger. This seems to be confirmed by Tehran's overtures at this time 
to the smaller European countries--and especially Italy--probably in the realiza- 
tion that its foreign policy should be more balanced. 


In reality, however, the slogan "death to America, death to Russia" that used to 
be heard in unison in every demonstration has been amputated of its second part. 
Rafsanjani has categorically forbidden any attacks against the Soviet Union in 
the Mailis; this brought about a serious quarrel on 10 December with Ayatollah 
Ghafouri, who was expelled from the Majlis and then lost his seat. 


Moreover, the television station, which is directed by Rafsanjani's brother, is 
running films and athletic programs produced in Eastern countries and presents 
Moscow as a friendly capital. 


Communists are apparently satisfied, in spite of the fact that the Islamic right 
has unleashed a rabid campaign against them. The Tudeh Party is ready to submit 
to anything. 


Tudeh general secretary Kianuri has stated: "Even if we are outlawed and hunted 
down, we shall continue to support Khomeyni's anti-imperialistic policy. We shall 
support the Islamic regime as long as it continues to strike at private property 
and to distance the country from the United States. There are common interests 
between revolutionary Islam and communism. Iran will become the model for new 
revolutions in the Moslem world." 


Up to now, the party's tactics--"to work from within the Islamic movement"--have 
proved more astute than those adopted by movements such as the Mojahedin or Bani- 
Sadr, the former president whose name is not even mentioned in Tehran any longer. 


This line has been followed relentlessly. In July, for instance, following the 
cooperation agreement signed between the Mojahedin and the leftist Kurdish auto- 
nomists, the Tudeh successfully argued with Moscow to cut off its assistance to 
the Kurds in order to allow the Iranian army to attack the rebels. 


However, the Kremlin also unhesitatingly uses the Communist Party and is willing 
to sacrifice it. Brezhnev is holding a trump card in case the radical Islamists 
and consequently the Tudeh would be overcome one day by the right or by the 
Muslim extreme left. 


The Soviets are now establishing in Europe a new "virgin" Communist Party of 
Iran, that would be able to align itself with the Mojahedin, the Kurds and all 
the forces of the left. Eskandari is the secretary of this party and its first 
sections have been formed among Iranian exiles in Paris, Vienna and Leipzig. 


Up to now, the connection with the Islamic rebels has been ensured for the Soviets 


by the PLO, which has very bad relations with Khomeyni. The Palestinians provide 
military training and possible military equipment to the Mojahedin.

The Mojahedin--nationalists, partisans of a nonaligned policy and full of hate 
toward Moscow--are reportedly not easy to manipulate, but the communists are sure 


that they will succeed in “winning them over again" whenever they will be alone 
in facing the right in power. 


According to (?Huzadieh), “it is possible that the rebels have already been in- 
filtrated and are led by the Soviet Union." Their leader, Mas'ud Rajavi, had 


been saved from a 1972 death sentence under the Shah thanks to the intervention 
of then Soviet President Podgorny.

‘INEVITABLE’ BUDGET DEFICIT FORESEEN

[Text] Tehran, 21 Feb (AFP)--Iran will continue to face an "inevitable" budget 
deficit in the year to 20 March 1983 (Iranian year 1361), but will try to deal 
with this in the long term by instituting "Islamic planning" this year. 


This fundamental aim of Iran's economic policy, requiring greater use of internal, 
non-oil, productive capacity, was explained by Planning and Budget Minister 
Mohammad Tagi Banki in an interview with AGENCE FRANCE-PRESSE. 


Mr Banki acknowledged that "the Iranian economy is in a poor state," but said 

that arrangements laboriously set in place will bear fruit after a few years. 

He said that "the expulsion of America” and even the war with Iraq were "gifts 
from God" as they changed the country's economic structure under the pressure 

of difficulties. 


The minister declared: "The misunderstood internal possibilities must be revealed 
to Iranians...pipelines turned towards the outside world must face the interior, 
the forgotten link between our industry and our national resources must be 
rebuilt." 


Prime Minister Mir Hoseyn Musavi has announced that this will be "the year of 
planning." The annual budget will coincide with the presentation to the Majlis 
(Parliament) at the beginning of May of the “Islamic system." This will be the 
definition of three sectors--private, public and cooperative. The Islamic 
planning scheme will be presented at the beginning of September. 


The budget, which the Majlis must vote, shows that administrative costs pre- 
dominate. These costs total 1,866 thousand million rials ($23,300 million), 
despite governmental attempts to reduce them for the benefit of development 
expenditure totalling 818,000 million rials ($10,000 million). 


Expenditure so far on the war of 400,000 million rials ($5,000 million), largely 


explains the deficit of about 10 percent which could worsen if a supplementary 
allocation is sought for the year as happened last year.

The three elewents of receipts have increased but are inadequate to cope with 
the deficit. Oil revenue is to bring in 1.489 thousand million rials ($18,000 
million), taxes will account for 684,000 million rials ($8,000 million), while 
non-oil production will yield only 348,000 million rials ($4,000 million). 


Although this figure remains low, Mr Banki explained that production here has 
increasei by 17.9 percent between the year to March 1981 and Maich 1982. 


At last year when more than half the oil revenue was absorbed by the war with 
Iraq, the budget is on a war footing. Daily military spending, war industries 
and reconstruction, are the three areas of priority cited by Mr Banki. 


Although Iran must buy arms at high prices, particularly on the international 
market, Mr Banki said significantly that his country "needs little" from abroad. 


He declared: "We must operate fully the numerous arms projects which the shah 
had undertaken." A member of the Islamic Industry Council said recently that 
more than 80 percent of Iran's arms and ammunition would be produced inside the 
country in the coming year. 


Meanwhile projects offering a quick retum but which require less capital and 
technology, are top of the list of plans in the fields of infrastructure and 
services. New aid is to be given to old construction projects left by the shah. 
Mr Banki also said that fiscal policy will try to "plug tax evasion." The 


DAILY ISLAMIC REPUBLIC has reported that the proportion of taxes in the budget 
has risen from 20.2 percent in 1977-78 to 25.8 percent in the coming year.

KHUZESTAN PROSECUTOR ALLEGES IRAQI-TERRORIST LINKS

[Text] Tehran, 23 Feb (IRNA)--The prosecutor of the {slamic revolution in 
Khuzestan Province, Mr Hasan Tizmaghz, told IRNA today in Ahvaz that the 
Monafeqin terrorist organisation (MKO) [hypocrites organization: Mojahedin-e 
Khalq] and the Iraqi regime clearly had contacts with each other. Mr Tizmaghz 
said that the last contact made between the two was by a proposal made by the 
Iraqis to give arms to the MKO on which several documents had been discovered 
by the Islamic Revolutionary Guards with the cooperation of the people. The 
prosecutor added that the MKO had had contacts with the Iraqi Embassy in Tehran 
before the beginning of the imposed war and a number of individuals had been 
arrested in this connection in Abada. He said that the MKO had acted more 
hypocritically than other political factions in the country concerning the 
Iraqi-imposed war; the MKO never condemned the Iraqi aggression in their internal 
publications, he noted. 


Concerning the present state of counterrevolutionary group in Khuzestan, 

Mr Tizmaghz said that the last base of the Peykar terrorist group was raided 

in Aghajari, 130 kms southern Ahvas [as received], during which 10 key members 

of this group were arrested. He added that fortunately there were now no problems 
in Khuzestan concerning counterrevolutionary groups and the main issue was the 
imposed war. 


Concerning prisoners who could be pardoned in line with Imam Khomeyni's orders, 
he said that in Khuzestan during the 10-day dawn ceremonies, 84 people had been 


pardoned and 150 others had been considered to be granted pardons for the 
coming new year's day, 21 March.

SCHOLAR PLAYS DOWN U.S. INFLUENCE IN IRAN 
(Clandestine) Voice of Iran in Persian to Iran 1805 GMT 24 Feb 82 


[Text] Incidents in Khomeyni's Islamic Republic during the past 3 years and 
Tehran-Washington relations are among topics discussed in the latest issue of the 
MIDDLE EAST JOURNAL. The article, by Professor Ramazani of the University of 
Virginia, starts by saying that it is usually said that superpowers direct and 
control the policy of small countries and make them irto satellites. At the same 
time the preservation or loss of these satellites is a sign of the success or 
failure of the policy of big powers. According to the MIDDLE EAST JOURNAL, 

most observers and politicians believe that the United States had unlimited 
influence in Iran, while this was never the case. Liberal groups in the United 
States consider President Nixon's policy to be responsible for the late shah's 
policy in guarding the Persian Gulf, but this is a completely incorrect deduction. 
These liberals believe that the Washington administration did not place the 
former Iranian regime under sufficient pressure to increase political liberties, 
but this too is an incorrect way of thinking, because all these thoughts are 
based on one principle--that the United States enjoyed great influence in Iran-- 
while this is not true. Unfortunately, most Iranians have this incorrect opinion. 
Various groups--whether Islamic or nationalist, whether Mojahed or Feda'i-ye 
Khalq and even the pro-Soviet Tudeh Party--believed that the United States had an 
unlimited amount of influence and power in Iran. 


According to this publication: ‘Today, Iran is being run by a regime that has 
extremist and, to an extent, reactionary beliefs. Officials of the clerical 
regime exploit foreign policy to "mitigate" internal problems, but so far they 
have never been successful in doing so. 


The MIDDLE EAST JOURNAL adds: Khomeyni's regime has outwardly preserved the 
famous slogan of ‘neither East nor West’ and claims that the regime's policy 
is completely independent, while it actually exploits foreign policy to veil, 
in one way or other, the increasing domestic problems. 


According to Professor Ramazani, the clerical regime always claims that in the 
past regime Iran had lost its independence not only politically but in the 
economic and cultural fields as well and that therefore Khomeyni's regime should 
be self-sufficient and independent in the political and cultural fields, whiie 
actvally the clerical regime does not have the necessary power to strengthen 
national identity, self-sufficiency and the construction of society. All the 
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efforts of the ruling mullahs are aimed at continuing their own lives, and they 
use all subversive methods to preserve power. By exploiting anti-U.S. feelings 
the Islamic regime ruling Iran tries to strengthen the bases of its power, and 
each time a problem rises, it throws the blame on the ‘great Satan' in whichever 
way it wants. 


Officials of Khomeyni's regime, with the cooperation of their propagandists, 
present the United States as being responsible for any incident that threatens 
the Islamic Republic. The Iran-Iraq war, antiregime struggles, coup plans 

for overthrowing the clericism, the assassination of the regime's officials, 
various explosions and the Kurds' uprising against the clerical dictatorship 

are all presented by Khomeyni and his associates as the plan of the ‘great Satan.'

He was also head of the crack group of the Military Wing of the organization. He 
was one of the founders of the MKO in 1354 (Iranian year).

10. Asghar Akbarnejad Oshaq, popularly known as Manouchehr and Mas‘'oud a member of 
the Central Committee of the Organization in Tehran, responsible for the Telecom- 
munication Center and Publication Office. He was one of the members of the MKO but 
subsequently joined Paykar Organization 


ll. Edna Samet, popularly known as Zohreh and Tahereh, a member of the Central 
Committee in Tehran, responsible for the Labor Division of the faction. She was 
an active member of the Fedayeen Khalq in 1352 but subsequently shifted to the 
Paykar. 


12. Mas'oud Mohammadi popularly known as Firouz. One of the master minds of the 
group.

UK, IRAN OIL POLICIES COMPARED

[Text] In today's issue LE MATIN carries an article titled "OPEC Is Being 
Mobilized" in which it writes: The reduction in the price of oil by some OPEC 
members has alarmed this organization and an extraordinary meeting is to be 

held this week in order to prevent a crisis. The newspaper writes: By reducing 
its oil price for the third time in the past few weeks, the Islamic regime has 
rendered a great blow to OPEC and has forced members of this organization to 
hold an extraordinary conference this week. 


LE MATIN considers that the reduction in demand on the world oil market and many 
oil exporters’ urgent need for foreign exchange are the reasons for the agitation 
in the sale of oil by some countries. The French newspaper writes: At present, 
oil can be had at $30 a barrel at world markets and sometimes oil at this rate 
lacks customers. In the opinion of the LE MATIN commentator, the numerous 
economic difficulties faced by the Islamic regime and this regime's urgent need 
for foreign exchange are the main elements for the reduction of that country's 
price of oil and the agitation of the oil market. But this act by Khomeyni's 
government is followed by chain reactions which are difficult to explain. 
Actually the Khomeyni government is not the only government to have broken the 
rate of the oil market and to have reduced its price. The British National Oil 
Company, BNOC, has in turn reduced the price of oil and after the reductions by 
Iran and Britain, other countries such as Nigeria, Iraq and Libya will have to 
review their oil prices. The result of what Khomeyni's government has done is 
that at present new oil producing countries can be found that can observe the $34 
a barrel price set by the OPEC conference. This agitation on the oil market has 
led countries like Algeria, Nigeria and Livya to exert pressures on OPEC to 
review the fixed oil price and to adopt a joint decision. The objective behind 
this week's OPEC conference can also be to force Saudi Arabia to reduce its 

oil production. Saudi Arabia is at present extracting 7.5 million barrels a 
day. This figure is 1 million barrels less than the daily production of that 
country last year. These countries are trying to make Saudi Arabia reduce its 
daily production by another 1 million barrels.

OIL PRICE DROP PROVOKES REACTION

[Excerpts] Last night the mullahs ruling Iran tried to refute Radio Iran's 
reports yesterday on the reduction in the price of Iranian oil. (?Last week), 
when Khomeyni's clique reduced the price of Iranian oil by $1 a barrel, they 
also had tried in vain to hide the truth from the Iranian nation. However, 
price fluctuations in the world oil market are not something that can be hidden, 
and this time as well Khomeyni's clique is lying. 


The three consecutive drops in the price of Iranian oil in a period of 20 days 
shows the regime's critical economic condition. We should bear in mind the fact 
that these reductions are coming at a time when the clerical regime is in the 
(2?compilation [20 March 1982-20 March 1983] budget) and more than any other time 
it needs to find new customers for Iran's oil and, as a result, to increase oil 
production and exports. Currently 10,000 barrels of Iranian oil is exported each 
day. This oil is exported via the islands of Kharg, Lavan and Siri. This 
quantity is (?50 percent less) than the quantity formerly foreseen by the regime's 
officials. 


Now that the world oil market is facing an increase of supply over demand, the 
mullahs ruling Iran are following elementary principles of economy and are 
reducing prices to gain customers, unaware that international commerce in 

the latter part of the 20th century--and international oil commerce--follow 
extremely complicated (?principles and regulations. The maintenance of the 
OPEC members’ solidarity and of the interests of raw material producers vis-a- 
vis the industrial countries is only part of it.) 


When Khomeyni's clique dominated our country they shouted that the former

Those who benefit from this reduction are 
the same people who yesterday expressed their happiness--the directors and 
shareholders of cartels, trusts and big oil companies, all of which are U.S. and 
British controlled. In a meeting with reporters, newspapers and news agencies 
who yesterday asked them about their views on the reduction in the price of 
Iranian oil, the directors of oil companies expressed their happiness at this act 
by the Islamic Republic and also expressed their hopes that the price of oil of 
other countries will also be reduced.

CABINET DISCUSSES DOMESTIC, FOREIGN ISSUES 
Kuwait AL-RA‘Y AL-‘'AMM in Arabic 21 Dec 81 p 3 


/Article: "Kuwait Rejects Any Sort of Change in Any Part of the Occupied Arab 
Territory and Asserts That It Will Stand Beside Syria"/ 


/Text/ Kuwait yesterday rejected any sort of change in any part of the Arab terri- 
tory occupied by the Israeli enemy and announced that it stood staunchly by its 
sister, Syria, regarding the decision of the Israeli occupation authorities to 
annex the Syrian Golan Heights. 


This was announced by Dr ‘Abd al-Rahman al-Awadi, minister of health and acting 
minister of state for cabinet affairs, following the weekly meeting of the cabinet 
which convened under the chairmanship of the acting chairman of the cabinet, 
Foreign Minister Shaykh Sabah al-Ahmad Al-Jabir. 


Dr al-'Awadi said that the cabinet had opened its meeting by being briefed on the 
messages received by H.H. the Amir, including a telegram from the Jordanian 
monarch, King Kusayn, about the Iragi-Iranian war and a letter from the President 
of Senegal, Abdou Diouf, which had been brought by the minister of economy, Ousmane 
Seck. The latter letter expressed the gratitude of the Senegalese government for 
the support provided to it by Kuwait and praise for the personal stance of his 
excellency, expressing the hope that this cooperation between the two countries 
would continue and would improve. 


Islamic Cooperation 


The acting minister of state said that the cabinet listened to a report from 
Minister of Religious Trusts and Islamic Affairs Ahmad Sa‘d al-Jasir, about the 
visit to the country by the Guinean minister of Islamic affairs and the talks which 
had dealt with cooperation between the two countries and assisting Guinea in 
Islamic activities. The cabinet welcomed this issue and instructed Minister 
al-Jasir to pursue it and to support in the Islamic field by this friendly country. 


The cabinet then turned to a discussion of the overall security situation in the 
country in accordance with reports from the minister of interior, Shaykh Nawaf 
al-Ahmad al-Jabir, particularly with regard to some security cases in the area. 
The cabinet asked the minister of interior to work on strengthening his ministry's 
capabilities to cope with any internal problems that might arise and that this 
subject be a top priority of the government, and the minister of interior in 
particular. It also expressed the hope that Kuwait would remain safe and secure 
and free of anything that might disturb security there. 
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The Arab Situation 


Dr al-'Awadi added that the cabinet had discussed the Arab situation in general, 


events on the Arab scene and Syria's reg . .vhe an emergency meeting of 
Arab foreign ministers to discuss the dec the enemy's government to annex 
Golan. 


The cabinet instructed the minister of health and acting minister of state for 
cabinet affairs to attend this meeting at the time and place chosen. This is ex 
expected to be during the latter part of this week. 


The minister reaffirmed that Kuwait categorically rejected any sort of change in any 
part of the Arab homeland and that it would staunchly stand with its sister, Syria, 
in this issue. 


Providing Housing Sponsorship 


The cabinet ther ‘ebated the affairs of the National Assembly and the subjects 


entered on the agenda of the next session and adopted the appropriate decisions 
regarding them. 


It then approved the minutes of the meeting of the municipal assembly in its 28th 
session of this year. Then it discussed the recommendations of the special cabinet 
committees, including the recommendations of the financial and economic committee, 
and approved them as well as the recommendations of: the educational, social and 
health committee on providing housing sponsorship for families comprising a Kuwaiti 
wife and a non-Kuwaiti husband. The cabinet decided to give such families the 
right for housing sponsorship in the form of a monthly rental with the cases not to 
exceed 100 cases a year. It laid down special prerequisites for this in that they 
must fall within the limits of the prerequisites laid down:by the Ministry of 
Housing, that a file be opened and that it be established that the woman and her 
husband were living in Kuwait and had children and that her husband had a source of 
income in Kuwait from work in the government Or the civil sector. Special prereq- 
uisites will be drafted with regard to identifying the houses and the period of 
time and status of the children whereby priority will be given to a Kuwaiti woman 
married to a Muslim Arab. It left it to the Ministry of Housing to draft the 
detailed preconditions for the other matters. 





Special Regulations for Servants 


The cabinet agreed with the recommendation of the committee concerning the health 
of female workers and servants in homes. It added the Ministry of Health and the 
Ministry of Interior to draft regulations subjecting all workers in domestic ser- 
vice to medical examinations to ensure that they are free of contagious diseases. 
This action came in the light of the fact that the Ministry of Health has been 
seeing casesof contagious diseases appear. The two ministries will prepare a study 
and a plan of action to prevent the entry of and to arrange the deportation of 
anyone whose illness is established. 


Headman of the Al-Yarmuk Area 


The cabinet was apprised of reports frbm Kuwait's delegations to international 
meetings and conferences. It approved the appointment of Sulyman Fahd ‘Abd 
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al-‘Aziz al-Mukhayzim as headman of the Mushrif area and the appointment of ‘Ali 
Ya‘qub Bakr Muhammad as headman of the al-Yarmuk area. It also approved strengthen- 
ing the machinery of the Ministry of Interior by using a computer to facilitate 
recording of violations given the importance of this in the ministry's operations, 
with the understanding that this would be given sufficient support to get it 
operating as soon as possible. 


The cabinet agreed that the minister of finance and planning, ‘Abd al-Latif Yusuf 
al-Hamad, should respond to an invitation to visit Brazil and that the minister of 
communications, ‘Isa Muhammad al-Mazidi, should respond to an invitation to visit 
Japan, the dates of these two visits to be set by agreement of the appropriate 
quarters in Kuwait and the two countries. It also agreed that the mayor of the 
municipality, ‘Abd al-‘Aziz Yusuf al-'‘Adsani, should visit Dakar within the context 
of cooperation with the mayors of friendly cities. 


It agreed to participate in a number of regional, Arab and international conferences 
and meetings.

FINANCING FOR INDUSTRIAL SITE--Informed sources in London said yesterday that 
Kuwait will invest 40 million pounds ($75 million) in building a large site to 
meet the needs of high-tech industries in Britain. The Kuwaiti Investment Office 
of the Ministry of Finance, which has headquarters in London, will finance a major 
industrial development project in Swindon, Wiltshire, about 64 kilometers from 
London. The Saint Martin Property Company, which Kuwait owns, will handle the 
actual de\elopment of the project. The project will be constructed on an 
80-feddan plot of farmland owned by the Saint Martin group. The special project 
will provide jobs for about 2,000 persons. A Saint Martin spokesman said that the 
company has confidence in the property market in Britain, particularly excellent 
locations. He said that the Swindon site is extremely fine and could be developed 
over a 5-year period. Work will begin next spring and the first plant is expected

GREECE SEEKS NEW OIL PACT 
Beirut THE ARAB WORLD WEEKLY in English No 655, 13 Feb 82 pp 17-18 


[Text] The Greek government is expected to sign, this week, an oil agreement 
with the Saudi crude oil company Petrolin, according to Greek Deputy Minister 
of Commerce John Papspyrou. In a statement to the Saudi English-language daily 
ARAB NEWS, Mr Papspyrou said that the quantity and price are still to be nego- 
tiated, specifying that the agreement will hold through 1982. 


According to the deputy commerce minister, the total quantity of oil that Greece 
is seeking will be reduced as compared to the annual import of 2.5 million tonnes 
during the last three years. Mr Papspyrou explained that this reduction of oil 
imports from Saudi Arabia will only be valid for 1982. He added that this policy 
comes under a conservation policy designed to cut back imports from all sources 
to only five or 5.5 million tonnes. He underlined that last year, Greek oil 
imports reached eight million tonnes. 


In further statements Mr Papspyrou said that the ne Greek government, elected 
in October 1981, attempts to reduce Greece's trade balance deficit by cutting 
back oil imports to a minimum. "The government has decided to use more oil from 
its three million tonnes reserves which is blocking foreign exchange," he added. 


Supplies would be reduced with greater quantities cut back from the other sources, 
mainly Iraq, Libya, Tunisia, and the Soviet Union. Mr Papspyrou said that 
preference was given to Saudi Arabia because of its good quality oil which is 
suitable for refined products. 


He underlined that a considerable amount of the refined products are export- 
oriented. 


Trade: Saudi Arabia is the fifth largest client of the Greek market. It imports 
large quantities of cement, refined products, aluminum, marble, olives, tomato 
paste, steel and iron products. Elsewhere, it should be noted that more than 
10,000 Greek nationals are currently working in the kingdom, mainly in the vari- 
ous development projects being undertaken in the different parts of Saudi Arabia. 
Mr Papspyrou also said that participation by Greek companies in the development 
boom of the kingdom is "large,"

SIXTH PLAN PROVISIONS FOR AGRICULTURE, FISHERIES OUTLINED 
Tunis DIALOGUE in French No 386, 25 Jan 82 pp 34-37

[Text | The importance of agriculture to overall national develop- 
ment no longer requires demonstration. Major efforts have 
been am are still being made to restore farming and fish- 
ing to their rightful place in the economy. Flourishing 
farms contribute to our national objectives because they 
alleviate our food deficit, improve working conditions, 
and help stem the exodus from our rural areas. This is 
the context in which the grand design of the 5th and 6th 
development plans were conceived. 


Farming in Tunisia holds a prominent place in the nation's economy, 
because until just recently almost half our population has drawn its 
livelihood directly from agriculture. Growth in the sector has a 
direct impact on all those people, and also on the other portion of 
our population engaged in occupations ranging from marketers of farm 
products to those who consume them, by way of the packing, processing, 
and preparation industries. Further, high growth in agriculture con- 
tributes to our national objectives by alleviating our fv.od deficit, 
improving working conditions, and slowing down the exodus from our 
countryside. It also helps to assure a meaningful contribution to 
the equilibrium of regional development and the distribution of the 
national income. To achieve these ambitious goals, a number of major 
plans have already been made public, and others are on the way, spur- 
red by government and the private sector alike. Among the major pro- 
jects an outstanding example is the master plan for water in the 
South, the Sidi Saad dam, the Joumine dam, and the development plans 
for the Northwest, for central Tunisia, and for the coastal fishing 
ports, as well as for modernization of the fishing fleet. Under the 
latter, plans call for purchase of 40 trawlers, 15 tuna-boats, and 
500 small coastal fishing-smacks by private shipowners, no*+ to men- 
tion acquisitions by the National Fisheries Office (O.N.P.) . 


New Projects Nearing Completion and Maintenance Plans 


The Master Plan for Northern Waters: this plan, for which the Minis- 
try of Agriculture and the Equipment Ministry are responsible, is 
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aimed primarily at combined use of the waters of the Ichkeul basin and 
of the far North, along with those of the Mejerda for supplies of both 
drinking and irrigation water, and will rely mainly on dams at Sidi 
Salem, Joumine, and Sejnane. When completed, these three operations 
will make it possible both to supply the drinking water demand around 
the year 2,000 for all of Bizerte, Tunis, and the cities of Cape Bon 
and Sahel and, on the other hand, to irrigate 30,500 hectares, mainly 
around Mejez-Testour, the lower Mejerdah valley, and Cape Bon, thereby 
rescuing 6,000 hectares of citrus groves. Estimated cost of the pro- 
ject when the 5th plan was approved (1977-1981) was 143 million dinar, 
more than two thirds of the investment for which has been earmarked 
for the junction canal, the Sidi Salem dam, and the irrigation zones 
in Cape Bon and Mejez-Testour. The project will be financed by for- 
eign loans coming from China, the IBRD, the FRG, and the Kuwaiti 

Fund. The balance of the investment money will be provided by Tuni- 
Sian financing. The timetable for completion of the plan covers the 
entire span of the 5th plan and extends into the early years of the 
6th (1982-1986). On the Sidi Salem dam (total cost: 51.8 million 
dinar plus accommodations for the governorate of Jendouba); work »egan 
in June 1977 and completion is expected in 1983. For the Mejerda-Cape 
Bon canal (total cost: 53.8 million dinar and accommodations at Zag- 
houan, Tunis. and Nabeul), work started at the end of 1978 and com- 
pletion is expected in 1985. As for the irrigation projects at Mejez- 
Testour and Gape Bon, they were begun in 1980 and 1981, except for the 
citrus grove salvage plan, on which work will start in 1982. 


Sidi Saad Dam -- When this dam is completed it will protect the Kai- 
rouan plains from the heavy flooding of the Zeroud wadi, and provide 
irrigation water for more than 4,000 hectares of now arid lands. The 
irrigation districts planned will be devoted to tree-farming and an- 
nual crops, and will involve mainly the Sidi Mansour and Sidi Saad 
zones. The cost of the project at current rates will be 60 million 
dinar, of which 30.7 million dinar will be paid in cash. Financing 
for the project will be handled through Seudi (29 million dinar) and 
Canadian (18 million dinar) loans, and the remaining 14 million dinar 
will be provided by domestic sources. The timetable for the project 
covers the entire span of the 5th plan (39.1 million dinar) and will 
continue thereafter until 1984. 


Master Plan for Southern Waters -- The master plan for tapping the 
underground waters in Southern Tunisia embraces two action programs. 
The first concerns agricultural development and includes a plan to 
protect the traditional oases plus another to create new ones. The 
second deals with drinking water supplies and with expansion of in- 
dustry and of the tourist trade. Hence, along with protecting the 
oases, the Southern Waters Master Plan makes the creation of new ir- 
rigation districts part of its agricultural development program. 
Installation of these modern districts will help solve some of the 
basic land problems associated with the traditional oases. The new 
irrigation districts will cover some 8,800 hectares, 5,000 of them 
at Jerid and 3,200 at Nefzaoua, and will be used to grow both forage 
crops (1,260 ha.) and mixed plantings (7,540 ha.). Total cost of the 














project comes to 60 million dinar at 1978 prices, 35 million of which 
will go to establishing the new irrigation districts. However, in 
view of the vast scope of the project, it will be completed in phases. 
The first phase contemplated under the 5th plan calls for creation of 
2,000 hectares of irrigated land (8 million dinar) and protection of 
6,000 hectares of oasis land (3 million dinar). Work began on the 
project in 1980 for the Je: d region, and in 1981 for the Gabes and 
Nefzaoua oases. 


Reclamation of the Ghardimaou Plain -- This project's purpose is to 
develop the upper Mejerda valley by setting up irrigation districts. 
The project, which embraces 5,800 hectares, is situated in north- 
western Tunisia, in Jendouba governorate. Project cost is estimated 
at 13.6 million dinar, a sum which will cover construction of a water- 
supply system and aqueducts, as well as catchment, leveling, and drain- 
age projects, etc. 


The timetable for the project covers the entire span of the 5th plan 
(cost: 4.6 million dinar) and will extend beyond it to the year 1989 
(9 million dinar for the 6th-plan phase). 


Joumine Dam and Ancillary Works -- Execution of the second phase of 
the master plan for northern waters includes construction of a dam 

on the Joumine wadi, which will have a holding capacity of 140 million 
cubic meters of water. At the same time, a canal would be dug to con- 
nect the dam with the Mejerda. Total cost of the project comes to 

70 million dinar, 28 million in cash. Its timetable covers the entire 
span of the 5th plan and extends beyond it to 1984 (25.2 million din- 
ar for the 5th-plan portion and 45.8 million dinar for the 6th-plan 
phase, 23.6 million of it for the canal). All cash expenditures 

(28 million diner) will be financed through a Soviet loan to Tunisia. 


Central Tunisian Development Plan -- This project calls for an inte- 
grated rural development plan designed to improve the economic and 
social condition of central Tunisia's rural population. The regions 
involved in this project will be, in order of precedence, Sbeitla, 
Sbiba, Jediane, Foussana, and Thala in Kasserine governorate, Jilma 
in the Sidi Bouzid governorate, and Makthar and Rohia in Siliana go- 
vernorate. Actions contemplated under this program center primarily 
on agriculture (improved farm water supplies, vegetable and forest 
crops, C.E.S., etc.), basic infrastructure (farm roads and electri- 
fication), and finally living conditions (drinking-water supply, 
housing, health and social amenities). The ccest of the project is 
estimated at 16.5 million dinar, 6.2 million for farmland, 4.4 mil- 
lion for living conditions, and 2.6 million for basic infrastructure. 
The United States is financing 46 percent of the package. We would 
point out here that the project, which started in early 1979, will 
be completed by the end of the 5th plan. 


Repair and restoration of irrigation systems in Mejerda and Nebhana 


-- Execution of this project will make it possible, above all, to in- 
crease the incomes of more than 3,800 small farmers and give them 
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readier access to farm loans. The project consists of two programs: 
the first has to do with the irrigation districts in Mejerda, which 
cover more than 20,000 hectares under irrigation, and the second 
centers on the irrigation districts in Nebhana, which total 5,000 
hectares under irrigation. 


This project, whose total cost will come to 10.4 million dinar, will 
restore the road system and the irrigation and drainage system, pay 
for equipnent to maintain them, and planting of windbreaks along 
0,500 hectares of farmland. The project got started at the end of 
the 1972-1970 4-year plan, and should be completed around the end of 
the 1977-1981 5-year plan. 


Improvements on Bouhertma II: this project is part of the agricul- 
tural farmlands improvement work on the Jendouba-Bou Salem plain, and 
constitutes phase II of the Bouhertma project. The first phase was 
completed several years ago, and included construction of a dam and 
irrigation equipment for 10,000 hectares of farmland. Phase II will 
include improvement of 8,300 hectares with installation of an irri- 
gation system with a view to developing market gardening, sugar-beet 
planting, and livestock raising. The project, whose overall cost 
comes to 24.83 million dinar, got started in 1980, and the planned 
date for completion is sometime in 1985. It got 87.7 percent financ- 
ing from a German loan of 78.5 mii °“'n DM. Implementation of this 
project, however, would imply coz ction of a second sugar mill in 
the region, reflecting the anticipated abundance of the local sugar- 
beet crop. 


Northwest Development -- As part of the overall development of the 
northwest, a project has been set up in the governorates of Jendouba, 
Beja, Kef, and Siliana. This project aims primarily at the creation 
of 4,000 to 5,000 hectares of irrigated farmland, beginning with con- 
struction of two dams: one across the Siliana wadi 16 kilometers to 
the south of Gaafour, with a capacity of 205 million cubic meters of 
water, and the other across the Rmel wadi, with a holding capacity of 
S million cubic meters of water, in addition to development of the 
Mogods Kroumirie region (Joumine, Nefza, and Tabarka) by seeding 
10,000 hectares of permanent prairie, genetic upgrading of local 
livestock and improvement of the road system, protection of the 

Sidi Salem reservoir through water and soil conservation (C.E.S.) mea- 
sures, and reforestation of the basin slopes of the Zarga, El1-Khil, 
and Tessa wadis, a total area of 160,000 hectares, and, lastly, ex- 
pansion of the seed-grain conditioning capacity by bringing the Beja 
station's capacity up from 100,000 to 2,000 quintals per year. To- 
tal cost of the project will come to 51.6 million dinar, of which 
20.6 will be in cash. 


Development of Sidi Bouzid -- As part of the overall development of 
central Tunisia, a project to develop agriculture at Sidi Bouzid has 
just come off the drawing-board. The main thrust of all these pro- 
jects is to develop. agriculture in this region and to upgrade com- 
munity amenities (drinking water, electrification, housing, and roads). 
Cost of the project has been set at 24.5 million dinar in the form 

of community facilities and 9.8 million dinar for agriculture (irri- 
gation districts, reclamation, forestation (C.E.S.). 
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Coastal Fishing Port Development -- This project, sponsored by the 
Equipment Ministry, consists in developing the port infrastructure 
and auxiliary services for the fisheries (mechanical repairs, trans- 
port) in several secondary ports, plus construction of a fishing port 
at Sfax, necessitated by the silting of the old port and the munici« 
pal improvement plan for Sfax. Among the secondary ports, priority 
has been assigned to the ports of Beni Khiar, Hergla, Louza, El Attia, 
Mahres, and Skhira, with second priority going to Galite, Sidi Daoud, 
Zarrat, Ajim, Bou Grara, and Najet. For these ports, an investment 
package of 30 million dinar has been put together, in addition to a 
12-million-dinar package for the port of Sfax. Completion of all 
these projects will straddle the spans of the 5th and 6th Plans. 


Projects Ready to Go 


Right now there are projects ready to go, for which the feasibility 
and engineering studies have been completed and the financing set: 


-- Nebahana II: This project, whose total estimated cost is 10 mil- 
lion dinar, will be carried out in east-central Kairouan. Startup 
date is set for 1983, and completion should come sometime after 1986. 


-- Cereal grain storage: This project, whose investment (42 million 
dinar) is not included in the overall agriculture package, will be 
managed by the Cereal Grain Office, thanks to a $42-million loan 
from the IBRD. 


-- Livestock-raising in the northwest: This project calls for an in- 
vestment of 90 million dinar and could start at any point in 1982. 

As for the target date for completion, it will come during the 6th 
plan period (1982-1986). 


Forestation, Water and Soil Conservation (C.E.S.): For a total cost 
of 28 million dinar. this project could be completed under the 6th 
plan. All that remains to be decided is the site, the contractor, 
and the startup date. 


Projects in the Engineering Study Stages 


Similarly, we find projects whose feasibility studies have proved 
them sound, and which are now in the engineering study stages: 


-- Hydroelectric improvements in the Lebna district: planned for . 
the northwestern region, this project involves the Nabeul government 
and the backers of the project are the ministries of agriculture and 
equipment. Its total estimated costs stands now at 11 million dinar. 
Tentative starting date is 1982, and completion would come shortly 
after the end of 1986. 


-- Dam and irrigation district for Siliana: this project involves an 
investment of 26 million dinar for the dam and 12 million dinar for 
the irrigation district. Sponsoring the project are the ministries 








of Equipment (the dam) and Agriculture (irrigation districts). Start- 
ing dates for the work will be 1982 for the dam and 1984 for the irri- 
gation districts. Work is tentatively scheduled for completion after 
the end of 1986. 


-- Farm water-supply improvement for the Sidi Saad sector: Total 
cost for this project is assessed at 4.5 million dinar, and it will 
be carried out ir the Kairouan governorate. Sponsoring the project 
is the agriculture ministry. As for the timetable, it will run from 
1982 (the startup date) to 1985 (completion target). 


-- Livestock raising: This project affects every region of the coun- 
try. It will cost an estimated total of § million dinar, and will be 
completed during the 6th plan (1982-1986). 


-- Expansion of the port of Kelibia: in the domain of fisheries, 
there are plans to expand the port of Kelibia during the 6th plan. 
Sponsor of the project is the equipment ministry. Total cost will 
run around 3 million dinar. 


Projects Now in Feasibility Study Stage 


-- El Houareb Dam: this project to provide water for farmlands will 
carry a pricetag of 30 million dinar. Sponsoring it is the equipment 
ministry. Startup is scheduled for 1984, while the target date for 
completion is set for sometime after 1986. More than 40 percent of 
the investment required for completion of the project will be made 
under the 6th plan. 


-- Rehabilitation of central irrigation districts: For a total es- 
timated cost of 12 million dinar, this project involves rehabilita- 
tion of 10,000 hectares of irrigated land, located in the governor- 
ates of Kairouan, Kasserine, Sidi Bouzid, and Gafsa-North. Sponsor 

is the agriculture ministry, and the timetable runs all the way through 
the 6th plan (1982 to 1986). 


Sejnane Dam and Aqueduct: 55 million dinar is the cost of the pro- 
ject, whose sponsor is the equipment ministry. Only 27 percent of 
the package will be spent under the 6th plan, since the project, al- 
though it was begun in 1982, will not be complete until after 1986. 


-- Farm water-supply improvement for Abid wadi: This project, which 
carries a pricetag of 6.7 million dinar, will not start up before 
1984, and its completion target date will come sometime after 1986. 


-- Tabarka-Mekna Dam and [Irrigation Districts: in northwestern Tu- 
nisia's Jendouba governorate, this dam will cost 7 million dinar, 

and the irrigation districts associated with it will cost 9 million 
dinar; other districts in Nefza and Bulla-Reggia are ticketed at 

0.9 million and 1.5 million dinar, respectively. The cquipment 
ministry will build the dam, while the agriculture ministry will take 
care of the irrigation districts. The timetable for these projects 
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will run through the Oth plan. In the same region, there is the 
Kef district, whose total cost comes to 6 million dinar, and whose 
completion is scheduled during the 6th plan. 


-~ Northern Waters Master Plan II: estimated at 66 million dinar, 
this project will start sometime in 1982, but it will not be complete 
until after the end of 1986. A 45-million-dinar package will be 
spent under the 6th plan, according to its sponsor's estimate. 


Ideas for Projects in Agriculture 


Among the ideas submitted and approved in the agriculture sector, 
there is the case of the 55-million-dinar Ichkeul sugar refinery, 
improvement of the Borj-Touil irrigation district (55 million dinar), 
reclamation of the flatlands at Bouhanach, Hassine, and El Huarda for 
3-5 million dinar, and improvements to the Borj-Touil irrigation dis- 
trict tagged at 1 million dinar. In southern Tunisia, we might cite 
the second phase of the master soil and water plan, 12 million dinar, 
protection of 16,500 hectares under the Soil and Water Development 
Plan (P.D.E.S.) for 40 million dinar, and a 1,500-hectare irrigation 
district for 11 million dinar. Similarly, a number of other project 
ideas deal with all regions, one of them calling for improvement to 
the central highway and forthe establishment of fishing ports at 
Teboulba, Monastir, Gabes, and elsewhere. 


Projects in the Works 


Under this heading, we hear mainly about privately planned programs 
set to spend 40 million dinar on farm water supplies, 75 million 
dinar on forestation, and 140 million dinar on farm equipment. In 
the area of livestock raising, there is the case of expanding breed- 
ing of dairy cattle (50 million dinar), milch goats (15 million dinar) 
and poultry farming (47 million dinar). As for the fisheries, one 
outstanding instance is the emergence of plans to buy trawlers (six 
of them for 4.2 million dinar), tuna boats (two), an... trawlers (five) 
by the National Office of Fisheries (0.N.P.), as well as to purchase 
40 trawlers, 15 tuna boats, and 500 coastal fishing craft by private 
fleet operators. 
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
